General  of  the  Army.

ARTICLE  L 

lOLITABY  mSOlFLINS. 

!•  All  inferiors  are  required  to  obey  strictly,  and  to  execute  with  alacrity  and  good 
fiuth,  the  lawful  orders  of  the  superiors  appointed  over  them. — [BegB,  1663,  IT  1>] 

9*  Military  authori^  is  to  he  exercisea  with  firmness,  hut  with  kindness  and  Jus- 
tice to  inferiors.  Punishments  shall  he  strictly  conformable  to  military  law. — \_Beg%,

S*  Superiors  of  every  grade  are  forbidden  to  iiHure  those  under  them  by  tyrannical 
or  capricious  conduct,  or  by  abusive  language. — iBegs,  1863,  U  3.] 

4«  Courtesy  among  military  men  is  indispensable  to  discipline :  respect  to  superiors 
will  not  be  confined  to  obedience  on  duty,  but  will  be  extended  on  all  occasions. — 
ilmf.

§.  A  civil  officer  charged  with  the  execution  of  process  will  receive  proper  facilities

third,  cavalry.  Artillery  not  mounted  and  Engineers  serving  as  In&ntry  are  posted  as 
Infantry,  inigineem  serving  as  such  are  posted  on  the  right  of  the  Infantry.  Marines 
and  dismounted  Cavalry  are  on  the  left  of  the  Infantry.  In  the  same  arm,  Regulars, 
Volunteers,  and  Militia  are  posted  in  line  fi-om  right  to  left  in  the  order  named.  On 
all  other  occasions  troops  of  all  classes  are  posted  at  the  discretion  of  the  General  or 
BODior  oommander.~[  Ji^.

11,  Officers  of  the  Regular  Army,  of  the  Marine  Corps,  and  of  Volunteers,  when 
commissioned  or  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  being  upon  equal 
footing,  take  precedence  in  each  grade  by  date  of  commission  or  appointment.  Officers 
serving  by  commission  from  any  State  of  the  Union  take  rank  next  after  officers  of 
like  grade  by  commission  from  the  United  States,  except  commissions  issued  by  the 
President  to  officers  of  Volunteer  regiments,  which  win  be  considered  the  same  as  if 
issued  by  governors  of  States.  Mintia  officers,  when  employed  in  conjunction  with 
the  Regular  or  Volunteer  forces  of  the  United  States,  take  rank  next  after  all  officers 
of  like  grade  in  those  forces.— [i{c^«.

],2«  In  fixing  relative  rank  between  officers  of  the  same  grade  and  date  of  appoint- 
ment and  commission,  the  time  which  each  ma^  have  actually  served  as  a  commis- 
sioned officer  of  the  United  States,  whether  continuously  or  at  different  periods,  shall 
be  taken  into  account.  And  in  computing  such  time  no  distinction  is  to  be  made 
between  service  as  a  commissioned  officer  in  the  Regular  Army  and  service  since  the 
19th  day  of  April,  1861,  in  the  Volunteer  forces,  whether  under  appointment  or  com- 
mission from  the  President  or  from  the  governor  of  a  State.

tMI*  Notices  of  appointments  and  promotions  are  issued  by  the  War  Department 
tfarongh  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army. 

9«l»  Appointments  to  the  rank  of  general  officer  will  be  made  by  selection  from  the 
Army.—f^*.  1863,  f  21.] 

9^  All  vacancies  in  the  ^rade  of  Second  Lieutenant  shall  be  filled  by  appointment 
from  the  CTaduates  of  the  Hilitarv  Academy,  so  long  as  any  such  remain  m  service 
nnaasigned;  and  any  vacancies  thereafter  remaining  shall  be  filled  by  i)romot]on 
of  meritorious  non-commissioned  officers  of  the  Army.  Vacancies  remaining,  after 
exhausting  the  two  classes  named,  may  be  filled  by  appointment  of  persons  in  civil 
life.  But  appointments  of  civilians,  except  such  as  are  regular  graduates  of  the  Mili- 
tary Academy  who  have  been  honorably  discharged  from  the  service,  shall  be  made 
in  time  of  peace  only  when  more  vacancies  exist  m  the  Army  than  will  be  required  in 
the  assignment  of  the  next  graduating  class.— {^cte  apprwtd  June  11,  187B,  sec.  2,  and 
June  18,  1878,  sec  3;  Beye.

97*  To  insure  the  selection  of  proper  candidates  for  promoUon  from  the  grades  of 
non-eommissioned  officer,  company  commanders  will  report  to  their  regimental  com- 
manders, by  the  first  of  Februaiy  in  each  year,  such  as,  in  their  opinion,  oy  education, 
conduct,  and  services,  seem  to  merit  advancement,  and  who  have  served  not  less  than 
two  years  in  the  Army.  The  reports  will  set  forth  a  description  of  the  candidate, 
his  l^igth  of  service  as  non-commissioned  officer  and  as  private  soldier,  his  character 
as  to  fidelity  and  sobriety ;  his  age,  physical  qualifications,  and  mental  abilities ;  the 
extent  to  which  his  talents  have  been  cultivated,  and  his  fitness  generally  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  a  commissioned  officer.  If  recommended  on  account  of  meritorious 
services,  the  particular  services  referred  to  must  be  stated  in  detail.  On  receiving 
the  reports  of  company  commanders,  the  regimental  commander  will  forward  them, 
by  the  end  of  the  same  month,  to  the  Department  Commanders,  with  such  recom- 
mendation of  non-commissioned  regimental  Staff  as  he  may  deem  worthy  of  promo- 
tion,; and  the  Department  Commander  shall  annually  assemble  a  board,  to  consist  of 
five  officers  of  as  high  rank  as  the  convenience  of  the  service  will  admit,  to  make  a 
preliminary  examination  into  the  claims  and  qualifications  of  such  non-commissioued 
officers.  The  board,  oonstituted  as  above,  shall  submit  a  full  statement  in  the  case  of 
each  candidate  examined ;  and  on  the  said  statements  the  Department  Commander 
shall  indorse  his  remarks  and  forward  them  to  the  Secretary  of  War  by  the  first  day 
of  Jane  in  each  year.  The  Chief  of  Engineers  and  of  other  Staff  Corps  may  make 
similar  recommendations  of  the  non-commissioned  officers  of  their  respective  com- 
mands to  the  Secretary  of  War,  who  shall  convene  a  Board  of  Officers  for  like  pur- 
pose,—{G.  O.  68,  1878.] 

Sl8*  Officers  are  enjoined  to  exercise  the  utmost  care,  not  only  that  no  unworthy 
candidate  is  recommended,  but  also  that  the  most  worthy  are  recommended.  All 
statements  not  based  on  the  personal  knowledge  of  officers  themselves  they  should  be 
carefiil  to  verify  by  disinterested  evidence.  As  far  as  practicable,  candidates  will  be 
promoted  in  their  own  re^ments.

99*  Whenever  the  pulHic  service  may  require  the  appointment  of  a  civilian  to  the 
Army,  a  Board  of  Officers  will  be  instituted,  betbre  which  the  candidate  will  be 
authorized  by  the  Secreta^  of  War  to  appear,  for  examination  into  his  physical  abil- 
ity, moral  character,  attainments,  and  general  fitness  for  the  service. — lEegs.

3.  The  results  of  these  surveys  will  be  jjromptly  transmitted  to  the  Chief  of  Engi- 
neers, and  also  incorporated  into  the  general  maps  of  Divisions  and  Departments,  to 
be  k^t  in  the  offices  of  the  Division  and  Department  Engineers. 

4.  The  topographical  assistants  shall  be  kept  constantly  employed  on  topographical 
work  in  field  and  office,  and  for  no  other  purpose. 

5.  When  the  appropriations  under  the  control  of  the  War  Department,  through  the 
Chief  of  Engineers,  warrant  extended  operations,  surveying  parties  will  be  furnished 
by  the  Department  Commanders  concerned,  with  such  escorts  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

6.  The  Quartermaster's  Department  will  furnish  transportation  for  civilian  employ^ 
escorts,  material,  instruments,  collections,  subsistence  and  other  supplies,  and  will 
supply  forage,  clothing,  camp  and  garrison  equipage,  and  pay  the  necessary  ^ides, 
packers,  herders,  laborers,  blacksmiths,  teamsters,  &c.,  upon  proper  requisition. 
Actual  traveling  expenses  will  be  furnished  to  such  civilian  assistants  as  may  be  des- 
ignated by  the  Engmeer  officer. 

7.  The  Snbsistence  Department  will  furnish  the  necessary  Subsistence  stores ;  the 
Ordnance  Department  such  ordnance  and  Ordnance  stores  as  may  be  required,  and  the 
Medical  Department  the  necessary  medical  attendance  and  supplies,  all  upon  proper 

c       requisitions. 

/.  ^_  h  Assistants  and  employ^  may  purchase  at  cost  price,  for  their  personal  use  while  in 
i^f  the  field,  necessary  stores  £rom  the  supply  departments  of  the  Anny. 
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The  Btations  of  the  Engineer  officers  during  the  season  of  field  operations  are  fixed 
at  their  respective  Division  or  Department  Headquarters. 

The  topographical  assistants  on  duty  with  Geographical  Surveys,  whose  services 
are  required  in  the  field,  will,  while  so  engaged,  receive  the  same  pay  and  allowances 
as  when  at  Headquarters.— [  G.  0.

288*  The  visits  of  inspection  and  instruction  by  the  Veterinary  Surgeons  will  be 
made  under  the  direction  of  the  Commanding  Generals  of  Departments  and  Divis- 
ions.—[(>.

2§9*  A  Veterinary  Surgeon  is,  from  time  to  time,  to  visit  all  the  companies  of  the 
regiment  to  which  he  belongs ;  to  instruct  the  Farriers  and  enlisted  men  in  the  proper 
and  humane  care  of  the  horse,  in  order  to  the  prevention  and  treatment  of  diseases ;

PURCHASE  AXD  CARE  OF  PUBLIC  ANIMALS. 

9l99.  The  following  specifications  will  govern  in  purchasing  horses  and  mules  for 
the  military  service: — IG.

Caralry  Iloraes. — To  be  geldiugs,  of  liardv  colors,  sound  in  all  particulars,  in  good 
condition,  well  broken  to  the  saddle,  from  ifteen  to  sixteen  hands  high,  not  less  than 
five  nor  more  than  nine  years  old,  and  suitable  in  every  respect  for  Cavalry  service. 

Whenever  it  becomes  necessary  to  purchase  the  half-breed  horses  of  California  or 
Southern  Texas,  the  standard  of  height  may  be  reduced  to  not  less  than  fourteen  and 
a  half  hands. 

ArtilUrif  Horses. — To  be  geldings,  of  hardy  colors,  sound  in  all  particulars,  in  good 
condition,  sf^uare  trotters,  well  broken  to  harness,  from  fifteen  to  sixteen  hands  high, 
not  leas  than  five  nor  more  than  nine  years  old,  and  suitable  in  every  respect  for  Artil- 
lery 8er\'ice. 

Mules, — ^To  be  strong,  stout,  compact  animals,  sound  in  all  pai^cnlars,  in  good  con- 
dition, well  broken  to  harness,  not  under  fouiteeu  hands  high,  not  less  than  four  nor 
more  than  nine  years  old,  and  suitable  in  every  respect  for  the  transportation  service 
of  the  Army. 

When  work-horses  are  to  be  purchased,  they  should  be  eound  in  all  particulars,  fif- 
teen and  one-half  hands  high  and  upwards,  strong  built,  well  broken  to  work  in 
harness,  not  less  than  four  nor  more  than  nine  years  old. 

For  pack  purposes,  the  standard  of  height  may  be  reduced  to  thirteen  and  a  half 
hands,  if  the  ammal  be  in  other  respects  suitable.  The  pack  mule  need  not  necessarily 
be  broken  to  harness. 

994*  For  general  transpoiiatiou  purposes  of  the  Array,  horses  cannot  be  advan- 
tageously sulwtituted  for  mules.  For  draught  purjjoses  in  the  Northern  and  Eastern 
States,  and  at  depots  in  large  cities,  and  lor  saddle  purposes  of  wagon-masters,  mes- 
sengers, and  expressmen,  hoi-ses  may  be  advantageouKlv  used  in  place  of  mules.— [G. 
O.  ;J7,  1876.]

99^ •  A  descriptive  book  of  public  animals  will  be  kept  at  the  headquarters  of  every 
regiment  of  Cavalry  and  batterj'  of  mounted  Artillery,  and  with  the  records  of  every 
oflicer  in  immediate  charge  of  public  animals,  wherein  will  be  recorded  the  descriptive 
fist  accompanying  each  animal  transferred.    Blank  books  and  forms  will  be  supplied, 
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on  proper  application,  by  the  Quartermaster  General.  Purchasing  officers  and  others, 
transferring  animals,  are  required  to  see  that  they  are  marked  plainly,  and  to  specify" 
such  marks  on  the  descriptive  list,  for  the  purpose  of  ready  identification. 

39$«  At  the  headquarters  of  every  regiment  of  Cavaby,  with  every  company  a£* 
Cavalry  and  batter>*  of  mounted  Artillery,  and  with  the  records  of  every  omcer  in. 
immediate  charge  of  public  animals,  a  descriptive  list  of  horses  and  mules  shall  bo 
kept,  showing  the  name,  age,  size,  color,  and  other  peculiarities  of  each  animal,  how 
and  when  ac(xuired,  his  Htness  for  service,  how  lon^  he  has  been  in  service,  the  name 
of  his  rider  or  driver,  and  the  particular  use  to  which  he  is  or  was  applied. 

399*  In  the  event  of  loss  by  sickness,  each  case  or  class  of  cases  will  be  accom- 
panied by  the  report  of  a  Veterinary  Surgeon,  showing  the  nature  of  the  disease. 

800*  After  an  animal  has  been  assigned,  his  rider  or  driver  shall  not  exchange  or 
surrender  him  to  the  use  of  any  other  person  without  the  written  permission  of  the 
Captain  of  his  compan  v  or  of  the  officer  responsible  for  him. 

301*  Every  horse  should  be  reshod  at  least  once  a  month. 

80!2*  Every  soldier  must  examine  his  animaVs  feet  after  every  day's  work,  to  ascer- 
tain that  his  shoes  are  in  good  order,  and  be  held  responsible  thJat  his  animal  is  at  all 
times  fit  for  immediate  service.  This  duty  is  by  no  means  to  be  omitted  on  the 
march. 

808*  The  Farrier  must  examine  every  animaVs  feet  svstematicall v  twice  a  week,  to 
replace  broken  nails,  fasten  loose  shoes,  and  reduce  projecting  clinches.  The  appear- 
ance of  thrush,  or  any  unhealthy  condition  of  the  feet,  must  be,  without  delay, 
reported  to  the  Veterinary  Surseon. 

804*  A  horse's  feet  should  be  stuffed  with  wet  clay  or  cow  manure  at  least  once  a 
week, 

805*  Horses  should  be  groomed  at  least  an  hour  and  a  half  to  two  horns  each  day. 
They  are  to  be  rubbed  dry  after  being  used,  and  not  allowed  to  stand  without  nibbing 
when  heated.  The  nostrils  should  occasionally  be  sponged  with  a  weak  mixture  of 
vinegar  and  water.  The  sheath  must  be  washed  once  a  month  with  castile  soap  and 
then  greased. 

80o.  A  horse  should  never  while  heated  be  wet  by  use  of  a  hose  or  stream  of 
water,  and  never  wit^  cold  water. 

807*  Feed  must  be  prepared  with  jgreat  care,  kept  free  from  dust,  foreign  sub- 
stances, and  bad  odors.  Frequent  feeding  in  small  quantities  is  best.  When  practi- 
cable, oran-mash  is  to  be  given  once  a  week;  never  oftener  than  twice  a  week, 
except  to  purge.    Salt  should  be  f^iven  at  least  once  a  week. 

808*  Watering  before  feeding  is  not  objectionable;  drinking  while  warm,  or  after 
eating  until  an  hour  has  elapsed,  is  to  be  avoided,  if  possible.  On  the  march  frequent 
watenng  is  preferable,  but  should  only  be  done  by  order  of  the  commanding  officer 
present.    An  animal  will  rarely  drink  enough  very  early  in  the  morning. 

809*  Stables  and  their  vicinity  are  to  be  kept  thoroughly  policed,  free  from  smells, 
and  well  whitewashed ;  feed-boxes  clean  and  washed  with  vinegar  and  water  onoe  a 
week.  Due  care  must  be  given  to  ventilation,  according  to  the  weather,  avoiding 
both  injudicious  exposure  to  draughts  and  cold,  and  exclusion  of  air  to  prevent  cold. 

810*  An  animal  with  glanders  or  threatening  discharge  from  the  nostrils  is 
immediately  to  be  isolated  and  kept  tied  to  prevent  infection,  of  which  there  is  danger 
to  both  man  and  beast. 

811*  The  rack,  manger,  and  every  part  of  the  wood  and  iron  work  of  the  stall 
where  an  animal  with  glanders  or  farcy  has  stood,  as  also  the  vessels  used  in  watering 
or  feeding  him,  must  be  thoroughly  cleansed  with  hot  water  and  soap.  They  are  then 
to  be  covered  with  wash  of  quicklime,  fresh  mixed,  which  must  be  scraped  off  and 
renewed  after  an  interval  of  two  days. 

812.  After  the  disease  in  any  animal  has  become  infectious,  such  equipments  which 
may  have  been  used  with  him  as  are  liable  to  become  infected,  and  all  horse-cloths, 
saddle-cloths,  and  blankets  used  with  glandered  animals,  must  be  destroyed. 

31 3*  On  the  plains,  where  forage  cannot  be  obtained,  grazing  should  be  allowed 
at  every  spare  moment.  For  this  purpose  bits  should  always  be  removed  and  girths 
loosened.  When  picketed  for  grazing,  the  places  should  be  frequently  changed. 
Grazing  should  always  be  allowed  as  long  as  possible,  early  in  the  morning,  wnen 
dew  is  on  the  grass. 

814.  To  prevent  stampeding  in  camp  on  the  plains,  if  the  men  of  the  command  go 
among  the  animals  quietly,  but  promptly,  on  the  first  evidence  of  fright,  and  speak 
to  them,  they  will  in  most  cases  be  quieted.  After  animals  have  been  stampeded,  if 
they  are  new  to  the  service,  men  should  mount  the  fastest  animals  within  reach,  place 
themselves  in  front  of  those  running,  and  lead  them  back  to  camp.  With  old  horses, 
the  sound  of  the  stable  call  will  often  prevent  stampeding,  or  stop  them  when  running. 

BAS»  In  marching,  the  walk  should  be  the  had>ituaT  gait,  and  should  not,  under 
ordinary  circumstances,  be  exceeded  when  grazing  only  is  relied  on.  When  forage 
can  be  obtained,  horses  may  occasionally  trot,  say  a  mile  in  every  hour's  marcn. 
Unless  the  march  be  a  forced  one,  horses  must  always  be  allowed  to  walk  at  intervals. 
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8 16*  The  gallop  very  soon  breaks  down  horses,  and  is  strictly  prohibited  on 
raarehea,  escorts,  express,  and  all  other  duties,  except  when  absolutely  necessary. 

SI  7*  On  marches,  under  what  ever  circumstances,  a  halt  should  be  made  at  the  end 
of  an  hour  after  starting,  and  the  saddles,  saddle-kits,  bridles,  &c.,  readjusted,  and 
girths  tightenetU

SI  8.  All  horses  and  mules  inspected  and  condemned  as  unfit  for  military  service 
will  be  advertised  for  sale,  and  disposed  of  within  ten  days  from  dat«  of  advertisement, 
and  if  not  sold  within  the  ten  days  will  be  shot  on  the  eleventh  day.  The  advertise- 
ment will  be  made  in  accordance  with  advertising  regulations  in  force,  but  at  posts 
remot-e  from  places  where  newspapers  are  publisned  the  advertisement  will  be  made 
by  pointed  notice.— [G.  O.  35,  1879.] 

SII^.  When  horses  and  mules  condemned  are  sold,  or,  in  default  of  sale,  shot,  report 
will  be  made  at  once  to  the  Quartermaster  General,  through  the  regular  military 
channel,  of  the  execution  of  the  order. — [G.  O.  35,  1879.] 

S9#.  Great  care  will  be  exercised  in  the  branding  of  condemned  horses  and  mulea

This  table  is  ample  and  sufl&ciently  varied  for  ordinary  practice,  but  in  order  to  pro- 
yide  for  the  necessities  of  epidemics,  and  to  indulge,  as  far  as  practicable,  individual 
preference  and  training,  a  special  requisition  for  articles  not  on  the  Supply  Table,  with 
an  explanation  of  the  nature  of  the  emergency  or  case  rendering  it  necessary,  may  be 
forwarded  to  the  Quartermascer  General  lor  his  action. 

The  panniers  should,  like  those  in  use  by  the  Medical  Department,  be  so  arranged 
as  to  contain  only  articles  that  are  on  the  Supply  Table.  They  should  contain  the 
articles  of  medicines  in  quantities  allowed  for  one  hundred  horses  in  field  service  for 
three  months,  and  a  pocket  case,  ball-forceps,  cork-screw,  6-oz.  CTaduate  glass,  pre> 
Bcription  scales,  two  spatulas,  IG-ounce  syringe,  memorandum  book,  and  two  lead-pen- 
cils.

417*  No  cattle,  horses,  sheep,  goat,  or  other  animal,  shall  ever  be  permitted  to  ^o- 
apon  the  slopes,  the  ramparts,  or  the  parapets,  nor  npon  the  glacis,  except  within 
iinieedlimit«,  which  shoiud  not  approach  tne  crest  nearer  than  thirty  feet.

ARTICLB  XZXVI. 

CARE  AND  PRESERVATION  OF  ARTILLERY  MATERIAL. 
[Begs.  1863,  Art.  JTL;  G.  O.  42,  1864,  modified  by  the  GeneraL] 

42§.  Every  commander  will  be  accountable  for  all  the  ordnance  and  Ordnance  stores- 
of  his  command  not  issued  to  the  company  or  detachment  commanders,  or  not  in  charge 
of  an  officer  of  Ordnance  or  a  Storekeeper ;  or  he  may  detail  a  subordinate  officer  to^ 
act  as  Ordnance  officer  under  him,  who  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  for  the 
care  and  preservation  of  Ordnance  property,  and  accountability  therefor. — [Regs.  1863, 
f  1420;  6.  0. 12,  1873 ;  (?.  0.  Ill,  1874;  G.  O,  4,  1880.] 

4W«  Machine  gnns  should  be  kept  well  oilea  and  under  cover  until  used. 

4M.  Cast-iron  cannon,  whether  mounted  or  dismounted,  should  be  kept 'well  lac- 
quered.   The  lacquer  tdionld  be  applied  only  in  dry,  warm  weather. 

4SI*  The  muzzle  of  the  piece  should  always  bo  depressed,  to  prevent  water  firon^ 
Btanding  in  the  bore.    The  tompion  should  be  kept  in,  and  the  vent  closed.    At  least. 
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once  a  month,  especially  with  rifled  guns,  the  bore  should  be  sponeed  dry,  and  oiled 
by  means  of  a  sponge  saturated  with  sperm-oil.  In  cold  weather  a  little  kerosene  may 
be  mixed  with  the  sperm-oil.  The  vent  should  be  well  oiled ;  or,  if  the  piece  is  not  in. 
use,  stopped  with  putty. 

439.  Uuns,  especially  when  rifled,  in  batteries  exposed  to  blowing  sand,  are  pro- 
vided with  the  tompiou  and  canvas  muzzle  cover.  This  is  a  useful  precaution  wlieii 
flring. 

438*  When  the  piece  is  mounted,  the  trunnions  and  trunnion-beds  are  kept  from 
rust  by  pouring  a  small  quantity  of  oil  into  the  beds,  and  several  times  elevating  and 
depressing  the  piece. 

484.  Once  a  month  the  carriage  should  be  traversed  so  as  to  change  its  place  of 
rest  on  the  traverse  circle.  At  the  same  time  the  pintle  and  axle-journals  should  l>e 
oiled. 

435*  Pieces  with  hydraulic  or  pneumatic  buffers  ousrht  habitually  to  be  kept  in. 
battery,  and  the  air-holes  cawifuUy  closed  with  pluffs.  Once  a  week,  if  practicable, 
they  should  be  run  from  battery,  and  the  pistons  cleansed  and  oiled.  Kust  may  l>e 
removed  from  the  piston  with  fine  emery  cloth,  and  the  surface  polished  with  rotten- 
stone  and  oil.  Carriages  with  friction  recoil-check  should  also  be  run  from  battery 
once  a  month,  but  the  friction-bar  should  not  be  oiled. 

436»  The  axles  of  the  truck- wheels  are  cleansed  and  cared  for  in  the  same  manner 
as  pistons. 

437.  Elevating-screws,  when  not  in  use,  are  kept  in  the  store-house,  cleansed  and 
oiled  in  the  same  way. 

43§«  Cannon,  not  mounted,  are  kept  tosether  according  to  kind  and  calibre.  They 
rest  on  skids  of  stone,  iron,  or  wood,  whicn  should  be  laid  on  hardground,  well  ram- 
med, and  covered  with  cinders  or  gnivel,  to  prevent  vegetation.  The  locality  ^ould 
be  free  from  shade. 

439.  The  pieces  should  so  rest  on  the  skids  as  easily  to  be  rolled  over  for  lacquering ; 
the  muzzle  depressed,  and  in  such  position  as  to  be  readily  reached  with  the  sponge. 

440.  Sieee  mortars  may  stand  on  the  muzzle,  resting  upon  thick  plank  or  pavement. 
44 1  •  Iron  carriages  should  be  kept  well  painted,  usually  red  color.    Before  painting, 

blisters,  rust,  or  old  {mint,  are  removed  with  a  scraper.    The  tops  of  chassis  rails  are 
neither  painted  nor  oiled,  but  kept  clean  by  dry  scraping. 

449.  Iron  handspikes,  elevating-bars,  and  similar  implements,  heads  of  bolts,  and 
edges  of  rails,  are  painted  black. 

443«  If  possible,  siege-gun  carriages  should  be  kept  under  cover  in  well-ventilated 
sheds. 

444*  Siege  pieces,  when  scraped  and  painted,  are  dismounted.  The  carriages  are 
painted  olive,  tne  iron  parts  black. 

44ft*  Projectiles  for  rifled  guns  should  be  kept  under  cover.  They  should  be  oUed, 
lacquered,  orpainted.  The  projectiles  should  be  cleaned  before  being  relacquered  or 
repainted.  The  fuse-holes  should  be  stopped  with  tow  or  cotton- waste.  Care  should 
be  taken  in  handling  to  avoid  injury  to  the  sabot. 

446.  Spherical  piojectiles  should  be  lacquered  as  soon  as  received. 

447*  No  shells  of  any  description  should  be  charged  until  occasion  requires  for 
firing. 

44§«  Projectiles  are  piled,  according  to  kind  and  calibre,  on  beds  carefully  made 
in  dry  localities  where  there  is  a  free  circulation  of  air. 

449«  No  such  articles  as  loaded  shells,  fuses,  friction  primers,  water  caps,  rockets, 
fire- works,  composition  for  fire- works,  port-fires,  slow  and  quick  match,  will  ever  be 
put  in  a  magazine  containing  powder. 

450.  The  magazine  should  be  opened  and  dried  only  in  clear,  dry  weather.  The 
ventilators  must  be  kept  free.  No  shrubbery  or  trees  should  be  permitted  to  screen 
the  building  from  the  sun. 

451*  Moisture  in  a  magazine  may  be  absorbed  by  chloride  of  lime  in  an  open  ves- 
sel.   The  use  of  quicklime  is  dangerous. 

459*  No  person  must  enter  the  magazine  without  first  removing  his  shoes.  Canes, 
swords,  or  other  articles  which  might  produce  sparks,  will  not  be  taken  in. 

453*  When  necessary  to  prevent  caKing,  barrels  of  powder  will  be  rolled  on  boards 
in  the  yard  outside  the  magazine. 

454*  Barrels  containing  powder  will  be  occasionally  inspected,  and  brushed,  to 
prevent  insects  from  destroymg  the  hoops.  Carbolic  acid  may  be  used  as  a  remedy 
for  this.

494*  Lieutenants  form  one  roster,  and  Ist  and  2d  Lieutenants  are  entered  on  it 
alternately.  The  senior  Ist  Lieutenant  is  the  first  on  the  roster;  the  senior  2d  Lieu- 
tenant is  the  second,  <&c.

children. 

ft68«  The  Poet  Council  of  Administration  will  decide  whether  it  is  advisable  or 
practicable  to  have  separate  schools  for  adults  and  children. 

d69*  An  officer  wiU  be  detailed  by  the  Secretary  of  War  to  visit  and  inspect  regu- 
larly the  various  post  schools.  It  will  be  made  his  duty  to  examine  into  the  system 
of  instruction ;  to  advise  commanders  of  posts  of  defects  which  he  ma^  discover,  and 
to  suggest  methods  of  improvement ;  to  endeavor  to  bring  about  uniformity  in  the 
methods  of  management  and  instruction,  and  to  make  known  throughout  the  Army 
the  best  methods  and  systems  in  existence  at  any  military  post.  He  will  rei>ort  the 
results  of  his  inspection  fully  to  the  War  Department  from  time  to  time.  His  inspec- 
tions will  not  dispense  with  or  interfere  with  those  of  the  Inspector  Generals  of  the 
Army,  but  will  be  specially  and  directly  addressed  to  the  schools  alone. 

^70*  The  following  rules,  having  given  satisfactory  results  in  practice,  are  sug- 
gested as  a  guide  for  post  schools : 

SCHOOL  FOR  CHILDKEX  OP  OFFICERS  AND  ENLISTED  B4BN. 

Where  there  is  no  school-house,  the  school  is  organized  by  fitting  up  a  comfortable 
room  in  the  headquarters  building  of  the  post,  with  desks,  seats,  blackboards,  &o., 
detailing  an  intelligent  enlisted  man  as  teacher. 

The  text- books  are  furnished  from  the  post  library. 

This  school  is  under  the  direction  of  the  commanding  officer,  assisted  by  the  Post 
Adjutant  and  teacher — ^no  other  allowed  to  exercise  control. 

The  attendance  of  officers'  children  is  optional  with  the  parents.  The  attendance  of 
the  children  of  enlisted  men  is  compulsory. 

Before  coming  to  school  all  the  children  are  required  to  be  washed  and  cleanly  dressed. 

School  hours:  firom  9.30  a.  m.  to  12  m. ;  from  1  to  3  p.  m.,  each  day— Saturdays  and 
Sundays  excepted. 

Fifteen  minutes  before  the  stated  school  hour  a  call  is  sounded  by  the  orderly 
buffler,  at  headquarters,  when  the  children  are  assembled  in  the  school-room,  the  roll 
caUed,  and  absentees  reported.  If  proper  excuses  from  parents  are  not  sent,  explaining 
absence  of  their  children,  the  orderly  at  headquarters  is  dispatched  to  inform  parents, 
requesting  officers  to  send  their  children  to  the  school-room,  and  requiring  the  enlisted 
parents  to  send  their  children  to  the  school.  Should  an  officer  not  send  his  children 
to  the  school,  the  post  order  organizing  it  requires  him  to  keep  his  children  fh>m  play- 
ing upon  or  making  any  noise  on  the  parade  ground  during  school  hours. 

The  children  are  divided  into  classes,  according  to  intelligence  and  progress  in 
studies. 

No  favoritism  is  allowed  toward  children  of  officers. 

The  commanding  officer's  children  attend  the  school,  and  are  induced  to  set  an 
example — in  obedience  to  the  teacher  and  in  deportment  generally. 

Bewards  and  punishments,  but  not  whipping,  are  allow^.    The  teacher  has  author- 
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ity  to  inflict  slight  pTmishineiits — ^makinff  the  scholars  sit  face  to  the  wall,  stand  in 
comer,  and  on  occasions  the  *' dunce-cap '^may  be  introduced  with  good  resnlts. 

As  rewards,  presents  of  hooks  and  toys — generally  famished  by  parents. 

Should  a  child's  behavior  be  bad,  the  teacher  calls  the  Adjutant's  attention  to  the 
same;  if  an  officer's  child,  the  Adjutant  addresses  a  note  to  the  parents,  request! nfit 
correction  and  promise  of  future  good  conduct.  Should  this  fail,  the  child  is  suspendea 
for  a  week,  and  on  a  recurrence  of  bad  behavior  is  expelled  from  the  school. 

In  case  the  children  belong  to  soldiers,  the  parents  are  sent  for  by  the  Adjutant,  and 
instructions  given  to  prevent  a  recurrence.  The  children  of  emisted  men  are  not 
expelled  from  school,  but  corrected,  from  time  to  time,  until  good  behavior  is  secured. 

SCHOOLS  FOR  SOLDIEKS. 

If  the  command  consist  of  white  and  colored  troops,  it  necessitates  two  schools  or 
two  separate  rooms.  The  teacher  of  the  children's  school  may  teach  the  white  soldiers, 
and  on  assistant  may  be  detailed  from  the  white  troops  to  teach  the  colored  soldiers, 
in  an  a^joinln^  room  equally  well  fitted  up,  and  as  comfortable  as  the  room  used  for 
the  white  soldiers. 

The  hours  of  this  school  vary  with  the  seasons  of  the  year. 

Half  hour  after  "retreat"  the  school-call  for  enlisted  men  may  be  sounded,  when 
the  scholars  repair  to  their  respective  rooms  for  study  and  recitation,  until  first  call 
for  tattoo.  They  are  allowed  to  take  their  text-books  to  their  quarters,  for  study 
during  any  spare  hour  they  may  have  during  the  day. 

The  post  commander  should  visit  these  schools  daily,  and  note  progress  of  children 
and  soldiers,  and  make  suggestions  to  the  teachers  when  necessary.

POST  GARDENS.

The  commanding  offi- 
cer will  tender  him  a  review,  provided  the  garrison  of  the  place  is  not  less  than  fbur 
batteries  of  Artillery,  or  their  equivalent  of  other  troops. 

When  an  officer  entitled  to  a  salute  visits  a  post  within  his  own  command,  the  troops 
arepittaded  and  he  receives  the  honor  of  a  review,  unless  he  directs  otherwise. 

When  a  salute  is  to  be  given  an  officer  Junior  to  another  present  at  a  poet,  the  senior 
^ill  be  notified  to  that  effect  by  the  commanding  officer. 

Military  or  naval  officers,  of  whatever  rank,  arriving  at  a  military  post  or  station 
are  expected  to  call  upon  the  commanding  officer. 

Under  no  circnmstauces  is  the  flag  of  a  militaryjjost  dipped  by  way  of  salute  or 
oompUraent.— [i^er/a.

69$«  The  interchange  of  official  compliments  and  visits  between  foreign  military 

or  naval  officers  and  the  antborities  of  a  military  post  are  international  in  character. 

In  all  cases  it  is  the  dnty  of  the  commandant  of  a  military  post,  without  regard  to 
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his  rank,  to  send  a  suitable  officer  to  offer  civilities  and  aasistanoe  to  a  yessel-of-war 
(foreign  or  otherwise)  recently  arrived. 

After  such  offer  it  is  the  daty  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  vessel  to  send  a  suita- 
ble officer  to  acknowledge  such  civilities,  and  request  that  a  time  be  specified  for  hia 
reception  by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  post. 

The  commanding  officer  of  a  military  post,  after  the  usual  offer  of  civilities,  is  always 
to  receive  the  fUnt  visit  without  regard  to  rank.  The  return  visit  by  the  commanding 
officer  of  the  military  post  is  made  the  following  day,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practica- 
ble.—[2M6a«'«  Man,  ofHvy,  Art,  f  708.

In  entering  a  boat,  the  junior  goes  first  and  other  officers  according  to  rank ;  in 
leaving  a  boat,  the  senior  goes  first.  The  latter  is  to  acknowledge  the  salutes  which 
are  given  at  the  gangway  of  naval  vessels. 

Naval  vessels  fiSe  personal  salutes  to  officers  entitled  to  them  when  the  boat  contain- 
ing the  officer  to  be  saluted  has  cleared  the  ship.  It  is  an  acknowledgment  for  his  boat 
to  << lie  on  her  oars"  from  the  first  until  the  last  gun  of  the  salute,  and  for  the  officer 
saluted  to  uncover,  then  at  the  conclusion  to  "  give  way.'' 

The  exchange  of  official  visits  between  the  commanding  officers  of  a  post  and  vessel 
opens  the  door  to  both  official  and  social  courtesies  among  the  other  officers.— [Il<2k(2r«

ESCORTS  OF  HONOR.

If  it  be  in  the  vicinity  of  a 
military  post,  the  flag  of  the  latter  is  displayed  at  half-staff,  and  minute-guns  are  fired 
from  the  post  while  the  procession  is  moviuj^  from  the  landing-place.  These  minute- 
guns  are  not  to  exceed  in  number  that  which  the  officer  was  entitled  to  as  a  salute 
when  living. 

During  the  funeral  of  a  civil  functionary  entitled,  when  living,  to  a  salute,  the  flag 


is  displaved  at  half-staff,  and  minute-guns  fired  as  before ;  but  neither  salute  nor  sal- 
vos are  fired  after  the  remains  are  deposited  in  the  flrave. 

On  the  death  of  an  officer  at  a  military  post,  the  flag  is  displayed  at  half-staff,  and 
kept  so,  between  the  hours  of  reveille  and  retreat,  unm  the  last  salvo  or  volley  is  fired 
over  the  grave,  or,  if  the  remains  are  not  interred  at  the  post,  until  they  are  removed 
therefrom. 

During  the  funeral  of  an  enlisted  man  the  flag  is  displayed  at  half-stafi^  and  is 
hoisted  to  the  top  after  the  final  volley  or  gun  is  £ed. 

All  military  posts  in  sight,  or  within  six  miles  of  each  other,  display  their  flags  at 
half-staff  upon  the  occasion  of  either  one  doing  so.  The  same  rule  is  observed  toward 
a  vessel-of-war. 

On  all  occasions  where  the  flag  is  displayed  at  half-staff  it  is  lotcered  to  that  position 
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from  the  top  of  the  staff.  It  is  afterwards  hoisted  to  the  top  before  being  finally  low-

Letter-paper  will  be  folded  in  three,  foolscap  in  four  equal  folds,  parallel  with  the 
writing.  Tne  Ihner  edge  of  the  sheet  is  the  top  when  folded.  The  left-hand  fold  of 
tiie  outer  page  is  the  first  fold. 

The  first  fold  is  used  exclusively  for  a  brief  analysis  of  the  contents  of  the  original 
oonmranication,  the  office  marks,  and  noting  of  inclosures. 

Indorsements  commence  at  top  of  the  second  fold,  and  follow  each  other  in  regular 
order  of  date  on  successive  folds,  leaving  room  after  each  for  office  marks. 

In  no  case  will  a  loose  wrapper  be  placed  around  an  official  paper,  except  as  a  mere 
covering,  on  which  nothing  is  to  be  written ;  but  additional  space  for  indorsements 
will  be  provided  by  neatlj^  pasting  slips  of  paper  on  the  under  side  of  the  last  fold — 
ri^i-hand  edge  of  the  origmal  paper— each  slip  to  correspond  in  lenffth  and  width 
(when  pasted  on)  with  the  length  and  width  of  the  original  fold,  ana  to  turn  back 
upon  l^e  last  fold  like  the  leaves  of  a  book.  By  this  arrangement,  the  first  fold  on 
which  the  office  marks  and  brief  are  made  is  always  outside. 

Printed  labels,  by  way  of  indorsement,  will  not  be  pasted  on  the  papers ;  they  cause 
the  folds  to  cracK,  and  increase  the  bulk  of  the  papers. 

All  inclosures  are  numbered,  and  bear  the  proper  office  marks.  Inclosures  of  the 
orinnal  communication  are  noted  on  the  first  ibid,  Just  below  the  brief.  If  others  are 
added  when  an  indorsement  is  made,  the  nimiber  of  them  is  noted  at  the  foot  of  their 
appropriate  indorsement,  and  also  on  the  first  fold*  of  the  original  communication,  and 
to  the  latter  notation  is  added  the  number  of  the  indorsement  to  which  they  belong, 
thus:  One  indowfe—F^ftk  indorBement.  Inclosures  to  indorsements  are  numbered  in 
the  same  series  as  those  to  the  original  ]^aper,  and  the  number  of  the  indorsement  to 
which  they  belong  is  added  below.  If  tew  in  number,  and  not  bulky,  inclosures  may 
be  kept  inside  tl^  original  paper.  If  otherwise,  they  will  be  folded  together  in  a 
wrapper  marked  '*  Inclosures,''  as  an  accompanying  package.

POSTAGE  STAMPS  AND  OFFICIAL  ENVEjjOPES,

name  of  the  Department,  and,  if  from  a  bureau  or  office^  the  names  of  the  Department 
and  bureau  or  office,  as  the  case  may  be,  whence  transmitted.  And  if  any  person  shall 
make  use  of  any  such  official  envelope  to  avoid  the  payment  of  postage  on  his  private 
letter,  package,  or  other  matter  in  the  mail,  the  person  so  offending  shall  be  deemed 
guiltv  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  subject  to  a  fine  of  three  hundred  doUars,  to  be  prose- 
cuted in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

For  the  purpose  of  carrying  this  act  into  effect,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  of  the 
Executive  Departments  of  tne  United  States  to  provide  for  itself  and  its  subordi- 
nate offices  the  necessary  envelopes ;  and  in  addition  to  the  indorsement  designating 
the  Department  in  which  they  are  to  be  used,  the  penalty  for  the  unlawfrd  use  of  these 
envelopes  shall  be  stated  thereon.

Hjfpermeiropia  (over-sightedness)  is  a  refractive  defect  of  the  eye  in  which  parallel 

rays  falling  upnon  the  cornea  are  not  yet  brought  to  a  focus  when  they  reach  the  retina. 

AtUgmatitm  is  a  refractive  defect  in  which  when  parallel  rays  fall  upon  the  cornea 

they  are  not  brought  to  a  focus  in  the  same  plane  for  all  the  meridians  of  the  eye. 
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The  character  and  approximately  the  degree  of  these  defects  can  be  ascertained  l>y 
the  spectacles  and  test-types  which  will  be  issaed  for  this  purpose  by  the  Sargeozi. 
General  of  the  Army,  on  reouisition  from  the  Medical  officers. 

3.  Presbyopia  is  not  a  refractive  anomaly,  but  a  condition  dne  to  a  diminntion  in 
the  accommodation  of  the  eye.  resolting  m>m  advancing  ase.  Vision  for  distan.^ 
objects  remains  normal,  while  that  for  near  objects  is  impaired.  This  defect  is  not  o£ 
itself  a  cause  for  the  rejection  of  a  recruit,  but  those  in  whom  it  exists  are  usually^ 
over  age.  The  existence  of  the  defect  can  be  ascertained  by  the  test-types  referred  to 
in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

4.  Color-blindness. — At  the  principal  recruiting  depots  all  the  accepted  recruits  will 
be  examined  for  color-blindness  by  the  Medical  officers  on  duty.  Any  defect  observed 
will  be  noted  on  the  descriptive  ust  of  the  soldier,  but  will  not  of  itself  constitate  a 
cause  of  rejection,  except  in  the  case  of  enlistments  for  the  Signal  Corps.

If  upon  the  application  for  the  writ  it  appears  that  the  party  alleged 
to  be  lUeeally  restrained  of  his  liberty  is  held  under  the  authority,  or  claim  and  color 
of  the  aathontjr,  of  the  United  States,  by  an  officer  of  that  Government,  the  writ  should 
be  refused.  If  this  flEict  do  not  thus  api>ear,  the  State  judge  has  the  right  to  inquire 
Into  the  cause  of  imprisonment,  and  ascertain  by  what  authority  the  person  is  held 
within  the  limits  of  the  State;  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  marshal,  or  other  officer  having 
the  eostody  of  the  prisoner,  to  give,  by  a  proper  return,  information  in  this  respect. 
Bat  after  he  is  fuUy  apprised  by  the  return  that  the  party  is  held  by  an  officer  of  the 
United  States,  under  tne  authority,  or  claim  and  color  of  the  authority,  of  the  United 
States,  he  can  proceed  no  further. 

These  principles  applied  to  a  case  where  a  habeas  carpus  was  issued  by  a  court  com- 
misaioner  of  one  of  the  counties  of  Wisconsin  to  a  recruiting  officer  of  the  United  States, 
to  bring  before  him  a  person  who  had  enlisted  as  a  soldier  in  the  Army  of  the  United 
States,  and  whose  discharge  was  sought  on  the  alleged  ground  that  ne  was  a  minor 
nnder  the  age  of  eighteen  years  at  the  time  of  his  enlistment,  and  that  he  enlisted 
without  the  consent  of  his  father.  The  petition  for  the  writ  allegiu^  that  the  prisoner 
hsd  enlisted  as  a  soldier  and  been  mustered  into  the  military  service  of  the  National 
Government,  and  was  detained  hj  the  officer  as  such  soldier—this  court  held  that  the 
court  commiHsioner  had  no  Jurisdiction  to  issue  the  writ  for  the  discharge  of  the  pris- 
oner, as  it  thus  appeared  upon  the  petition  that  the  prisoner  was  detain^  under  claim 
and  color  of  the  authority  of  the  United  States  by  an  officer  of  that  Oovemment ;  and 
that  if  he  was  illegally  detained,  it  was  for  the  courts  or  judicial  officers  of  the  United 
States,  and  for  those  courts  or  officers  alone,  to  grant  him  release. — [Op,  Sup,  Ci.  U. 
A.tiia.O.  16,  1872.] 

Mil.  Should  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  be  served  upon  an  Army  officer  by  a  civil  mag-

The  President  is  authorized  to  employ  so  much  of  the  land  and  naval  forces  of  the  United 
States  as  may  be  necessary  effectnallv  to  prevent  the  felling,  cutting  down,  or  other  destruction  of  the 
timber  of  the  United  States  in  Florida,  and  to  prevent  the  transportation  or  carrying  away  any  saeb, 
timber  as  may  be  already  felled  or  cot  down ;  and  to  take  such  other  and  further  measures  as  may  be 
deemed  advisable  for  the  preservation  of  the  timber  of  the  United  States  in  Florida. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  SCoiue  of  Revregentativei  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress 
assembledy  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall,  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  take  possession  of,  or  make 
a  settlement  on  any  uinds  ceded  or  secured  to  the  United  States,  by  any  treaty  made  with  a  foreign 
nation,  or  by  a  cession  from  any  State  to  the  United  States,  which  lands  shall  not  have  been  previously 
sold,  ceded,  or  leased  by  the  United  States,  or  the  claim  to  which  lands,  by  such  person  or  persons, 
shall  not  have  been  previonsly  recognized  and  conflrmed  by  the  United  States ;  or  if  any  person  or 
persons  shall  cause  such  Lands  to  bo  thus  occupied,  taken  possession  of,  or  settled ;  or  shall  survey,  or 
attempt  to  survey,  or  cause  to  be  surveyed,  any  such  lands ;  or  designate  anv  boundaries  thereon,  by 
marking  trees,  or  otherwise,  until  thereto  duly  authorized  by  law ;  such  offender  or  offenders,  shaJl 
forfeit  ^1  his  or  their  right,  title,  and  claim,  if  any  ho  bath,  or  thoy  have,  of  whatsoever  nature  or  kind 
the  same  shiUl  or  may  be,  to  the  lands  aforesaid,  which  be  or  they  shall  have  taken  possession  of^  or 
settled,  or  cause  to  be  occupied,  taken  iM>s8ession  of,  or  settled,  or  which  he  or  they  shall  have  surveyed, 
or  attempt  to  survey,  or  cause  to  be  surveyed,  or  the  boundaries  thereof  he  or  they  diall  have  desig- 
nated, or  cause  to  be  designated,  by  marking  trees  or  otherwise.  And  it  shall  moreover  be  lawful  for 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  to  direct  the  marshal,  or  officer  acting  as  marshal,  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  directed,  and  also  to  toke  such  other  measures,  and  to  employ  sxich  military  force  as  he  may 
judge  necessary  and  proper,  to  remove  from  lands  ceded,  or  secured  to  the  United  States,  by  treaty,  <w 
oeswon  as  aforesaid,  any  pcrs(«  or  persons  who  shall  hereafter  take  possession  of  the  same,  or  make,  or 
attempt  to  make  a  settlement  thereon,  until  thereunto  antborixed  by  law.  And  every  right,  title,  or 
claim,  forfeited  under  this  act,  shall  be  taken  and  deemed  to  be  vested  in  the  United  States,  without 
any  other  or  further  proceedings :  Provided.  That  nothing  herein  contained,  shall  be  construed  to  affect 
the  right,  title,  or  claim,  of  any  person  to  lands  in  the  territories  of  Orleans  or  Louisiana,  before  the 
boards  of  commissioners  estublished  by  the  act,  intituled  "An  act  for  asc«rtaining  and  adjusting  tiie 
titles  and  claims  to  land  within  the  territory  of  Orleans  and  the  district  of  Louisiana^"  shall  have  made 
their  reports  and  the  decision  of  Congress  been  had  thereon.

GRAND  GUARDS  AND  OTHER  OUTPOSTS. 
[For  grand  guard  mounthig,  vidj^  Tactics.]

When  the  Cavalry  is  weak,  the  grand  guards  are  Infantry, 
but  accompanied  by  a  few  Cavabry  soldiers,  to  obtain  and  carry  intelligence  of  the 
enemy.— [i^e^*.

119 !•  The  strength  of  the  grand  guard  of  a  brigade  depends  on  its  object  and  the 
strength  of  the  regiments,  the  nature  of  the  country,  the  position  of  the  enemy,  and 
the  disposition  of  the  inhabitants.  It  is  usually  commanded  by  a  Captain. — \_Reg9,

1193.  The  grand  guards  are  specially  under  the  direction  of  a  field  officer  of  the 
day  of  each  brigade,  supervised  by  the  Generals  of  division  and  brigade.

1940*  Convoys  by  water  are  escorted  on  the  same  principles.  Each  boat  has  a 
small  Infantry  guard ;  one  portion  of  the  escort  precedes  or  follows  the  convoy  in  boats.

1349*  The  wagons  are  usually  parked  in  r^nks,  axle  against  axle,  the  poles  in  the 
same  direction,  and  with  sufficient  space  between  the  ranks  for  the  horses.  If  an 
attack  is  feared,  they  are  parked  in  square,  the  hind  wheels  outside,  and  the  horses 
inside.— [i2e^».

ABMT  TRAINS  AND  BAOOAGB. 

194§»  There  will  be  allowed  for  headquarters  train  of  an  army  corps,  four  wagons ; 
of  a  division  or  brigade,  three;  a  full  Infantry  regiment,  six;  and  a  Light  Artillery 
battery^  or  squadron  of  Cavalry,  thrte.  This  is  the  maximum  allowance,  always  to  be 
proportionately  reduced  accordiog  to  the  number  of  officers  and  menactuallv  present. — 
IBeffB.  1863,  Ap.  B,  IF  41.] 

1949*  The  following  extract  of  special  orders  issued  from  Headquarters  Armies  of 
the  United  States,  under  date  of  February  23,  1865,  is  here  inserted : 

Special  Orders,  Ho.  44,  of  date  June  28,  1864,  from  theae  headquarters,  presoribing  the  means  of 
transportation,  camp  and  garrison  equipage  for  the  armies  in  the  field  operating  against  Richmond,  is 
repaoUsfaed,  with  changes  and  additions,  to  read  as  follows : 

i.  For  the  headqnart^  of  the  Lieutenant  General  commanding  the  armies  of  tiie  United  States  in 
the  field,  and  Major  Generals  commanding  separate  armies,  such  wagons,  light  spring  carriages,  saddle 
horses,  and  camp  equipage,  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  fh>m  time  to  time,  to  be  ass^^ed  by  the  Chief 
Quartermaster  at  genenu  headquarters. 

2.  For  the  headquarters  of  an  army  corps,  2  wagons  or  8  pack  mules  for  baggage,  &c. ;  1  two-horse 
wagon,  1  two-horse  spring  wa^on,  and  10  extra  saddle  horses  for  contingent  wants ;  2  wall  tents  for  the 
personal  use  and  office  oftho  Commanding  General ;  1  wall  tent  for  cTcry  two  officers  of  his  staff. 

3.  For  the  headquarters  of  a  division,  1  wagon  or  5  pack  mules  for  baggage,  &o. ;  1  two-horse  spring 
wagon,  1  two-horse  wagon,  and  5  extra  saddle  horses  for  contingent  wants;  1  wall  tent  for  the  penonal 
use  and  office  of  the  Commanding  General ;  1  wall  tent  for  every  two  officers  of  his  staff. 

.  4.  For  the  headquarters  of  a  brigade,  1  wagon  or  5  pack  mules  for  baggage,  1  two-horse  spring 
wagon,  and  2  extra  saddle  hors«s  for  contingent  wants;  1  wall  tent  for  the  personal  use  and  office  or 
the  Commanding  General ;  1  wall  tent  for  every  two  officers  of  his  staff. 

5.  Tlie  allowance  of  wagons  and  pack  moles  to  officers  detached:  to  every  three  company  offlc<a« 
when  detached  or  serving  without  wagons,  I  pack  mule ;  to  every  twelve  company  officers  when  do* 
tached,  1  wagon  or  4  pack  mules ;  to  every  two  staff  officers  when  not  i^tached  to  any  headquarters,  1 
pack  mule ;  to  every  ten  staff  officers  when  serving  similarly.  1  wagon  or  4  pack  mules. 

0.  These  wagons  and  pack  mules  will  include  transportation  for  aU  personal  baggage,  mess  chests, 
cooking  utensils,  desks,  papers,  d:o.  The  weight  of  offioers*  baggage,  specified  by  Army  Begulations, 
will  be  reduced  so  as  to  bring  it  within  the  foregoing  schedule. 

All  excess  of  transportation,  camp  and  gairison  equipage,  now  with  the  army  corps,  divisions, 
brigades,  regimei^  or  batteries,  over  the  allowaaoe  neroin  prescribed,  will  be  immediately  tnmea 
in  to  the  Quartermaster's  Department  at  the  general  depot,  now  at  City  Point 
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7.  Commiasary  stores  md  forage  will  b«  transported  in  tbe  supply  trains.  When  they  are  not  oon- 
Toiieot  of  aeceas,  and  when  troapB  act  in  detaonments,  the  Qoartermaster's  Department  will  assi^ 
wagons  or  pack  mules  for  that  purpose,  but  the  bagsage  of  othoors  or  troops,  or  camp  equipage,  will 
not  be  earned  in  the  wagons  or  on  animals  so  assimeo. 

8.  For  each  regiment  ot  Infontry,  Cavi^ry,  and  Heavy  Artillery  of  less  than  three  hundred  (300)  men, 
fbr  bage^e,  camp  eqolp^o,  &c.,  one  (1)  wagon ;  over  three  (300)  hundred  and  less  tlian  seven  (700) 
hundred,  two  (2)  wagons;  over  seven  (700)  hundred,  three  (3)  wagons.  Three  wall  tents  for  field  and 
staif:  1  shelter  tent  for  every  o^or  commissioned  officer ;  1  shelter  tent  fur  every  two  non-commissioned 
officers,  soldiera,  servants,  and  camp  followers. 

9.  For  each  battery :  for  personal  baggage,  mess  chest,  cooking  utensils,  desks,  papers,  &c.,  1  wagon, 
2  wall  tents,  for  officers;  shelter  tents  same  allowance  as  for  Infantry  and  Cavalry  regiments. 

10.  For  the  xVrtillery  and  smaJl-arm  ammunition  train :  the  number  of  12-i>ounder  ffuns  multiplied  by 
122  and  divided  bv  112 ;  the  number  of  riiled  guns  multiplied  by  50  and  divided  by  14U;  the  number  of 
20-pounder  guns  by  2,  and  the  number  of  4i-inch  guns  multiplied  by  2^  will  give  the  number  of  wagons 
allowed. 

The  number  of  guns  hi  horse  batteries  multiplied  by  100  and  divided  by  140,  will  give  the  wagons 
sUowed. 

For  the  Keservo  Artillery,  ammunition  of  20  rounds  to  each  gun  in  the  armies,  the  number  of  wagons 
allowed  will  be  obtained  as  follows:  multiply  the  number  of  12'pounder8  by  20  and  divide  by  112,  and 
the  nnmbf  r  of  rifled  guns  bv  20  and  divide  uy  140. 

For  every  1,U00  men  present,  armed  and  equipped  for  duty,  of  Cavalry,  Infuitry,  and  Heavy  Artil- 
lery. Ua  siuall-arm  ammunition,  3  wsu^ons. 

For  carrying  Inzes,  powder,  and  prmiers,  with  the  Beeerve  Artillery  ammunition  train,  2  wagons. 

11.  For  general  supply  train,  to  each  1,000  men.  Cavalry,  Infantry,  and  Heavy  Artillery,  for  forage, 
sobmstence,  &c.,  7  wagons,  suHlcienl  to  carry  eight  days'  supply :  to  each  Cavalry  division,  exclusively 
for  forage,  50  wagons;  to  each  battery,  for  its  proportion  of  subsistence,  forage.  &c.,  4  wacons ;  to  each 
home  batcerv,  for  the  aaooe  purpose,  4  wagons;  to  every  25  wagons  of  the  Ar^/Uery  ammunition  train, 
5  wagons  additional  for  the  torago  of  the  animals  of  the  ammuultion  and  additional  wagons,  baggage, 
eamp  equipage,  and  sulwtstence  of  wagon-masters  an<l  teamsters.  Ammunition  trains  will  be  loacfed 
excinslvely  with  ammunition,  su  far  as  practicable.  The  baggage  of  the  drivers  will  be  carried  in  the 
s^tional  wa^ns  flowed  fur  that  purpose. 

To  each  brigade  of  Infancy,  Cavalry,  aad  Artillery,  of  not  less  than  1,500  men,  for  hospital  supplies, 
2  wagons ;  for  every  one  thousand  men  additional,  1  wagon. 

To  each  army  corps,  except  the  Cavalry,  fur  intrenchmg  tools,  8  wagons. 

To  each  army  corps  headquarters,  fur  subs  stence,  forage,  and  other  stores  not  provided  for  herein, 
3wagons. 

To  each  division  headquarters,  for  similar  purposes,  2  wagons. 

To  each  brigade  headquarters,  for  simlUu*  purposes,  1  wagon. 

To  each  bngude  of  Cavalry,  Infemtry,  and  Artillery,  for  commissary  stores  for  sale  to  officers,  1 
wagon. 

For  the  ambulance  train  of  each  division,  2  wagons ;  for  the  ambulance  train  of  an  independent 
command,  less  than  a  division,  batteries  excepted,  1  wagon. 

To  each  division  of  Cavalry  imd  Infantry,  for  armorers*  tools,  parts  of  muskets,  extra  arms,  and 
aoeontrementjs,  2  wagons. 

It  is  expected  that  each  ambulance  and  wagon,  except  those  of  the  Artillery  ammunition  train,  will 
cairv  tiie  necessary  forage  for  its  own  teams 

As  these  armies  are  mcreaaed,  tbe  ratio  of  wagons  to  each  1,000  men  must  be  proportionately 
diminished. 

12.  The  unit  of  organization  for  the  supply  trains  of  subsistence,  ordnance,  and  forage,  will  be  by 
division.  Division  Quartermasters  will  be  responsible  for  them.  Brigade  Quartormast^rs  will  be 
respcmsiUe  for  tbe  brigade  liaggage  trains.  Begimental  (^rtermasters  will  be  responsible  for  regi- 
mental property  and  baggage. 

Qoartennastera  will  attend  in  person  to  the  drawing  of  necessary  supplies  at  depots,  and  will  habit- 
nafiy  accompanv  their  trains  on  marches. 

13.  If  Corps,  Division,  or  Brigade  Commanders  take  their  guards  or  escorts  from  commands  already 
famished  with  the  foil  allowance  of  transportation,  a  corresponding  amount  shall  be  Uiken  by  thera  to 
headmiartcars,  bat  if  they  have  not  been  provided  for  at  all,  then  a  proper  number  of  wagons  will  be 
tnmtfffred  by  the  Depot  Quartermaster,  on  the  requisition  of  the  Chief  Quartermaster,  certified  to  and 
approved  by  the  Commancung  GeneraL 

14.  As  a  rule.  Quartermaster  and  Cummitssary  Sergeants  will  not  be  allowed  to  ride  public  horses,  nor 
win  citizens  or  soldier  clerks,  except  on  the  written  order  of  a  Corps  or  other  independent  Commander, 
settine  forth  the  necessity. 

15.  It  has  been  shown  by  experience  that  the  advantage  of  keeping  up  regularly  organized  pock 
trains  is  not  commensurate  with  the  expense. 

Two  hundred  pack  saddles  will  be  carried  in  the  wagon  trains  of  each  corps.  Whenever  it  becomes 
Beoeassry  to  pack  officers*  baggage,  provisions,  or  ammunition  for  short  distances,  over  rough  roods 
■ad  broken  country,  pack  trains  will  bv  made  up  temi>orarily  by  taking  mules  from  the  wagons,  not  to 
exeeed  two  to  any  one  wagon. 

1ft.  The  maximum  allowance  of  forage  per  day,  for  horses  and  mnles,  will  be  for  horses,  public  and 
private,  six  pounds  of  hay  and  fourteen  i>ounds  of  grain ;  for  mules  six  pounds  of  hay  and  twelve  pounds 
of  gnin.    On  a  march  the  ration  will  be  only  ten  pounds  of  grain. 

17.  A  report  of  all  proper^  captured  from  the  enemy,  or  seized  for  the  public  service,  will  be  made 
monthly  to  the  Chief  of  tne  Department  at  these  headquarters  to  which  it  appertains. 

18.  That  there  may  be  a  uniformity  in  the  amount  of  stores  to  bo  kept  at  the  front,  Generals  com- 
manding tbe  armies  operating  against  Richmond  are  instructed  to  keep  on  hand  not  more  than  00 
roomis  of  small-arm  unmunition  per  man,  and  8  days'  subsistence  and  forage,  besides  the  prescribed 
aaouat  of  Artillery  ammunition.  No  more  subsistence,  forage,  and  ammunition  shall  be  kept  at  the 
fiQot  than  can  be  convenienUy  put  Into  wagons  in  case  of  a  sudden  movement. 

IdM*  Sarplns  wagons  will  betnmed  over  to  tho  Chief  QnaTtermaster,  to  be  organ- 
ized)  under  direction  of  the  Commanding  Generals,  into  snpply  trains,  or  sent  to  the 
nearest  depot.  The  requisite  supply  trains,  their  size  depending  npon  the  state  of  the 
roads  and  character  of  the  campaign,  will  be  organized  by  the  Chief  Quartermaster, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Coramandmg  (Generals,  subject  to  the  control  of  the  War 
Department.--[^«?«-  18^,  ^p.  B,  %  41.] 

1951.  The  baggage  train  of  general  headquarters  and  the  trains  of  the  several 
divisions  are  eachander  the  charge  of  an  officer  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department 
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These  officers  command  and  conduct  the  trains  nnder  the  oiders  they  receiTe  from  their 
respective  headquarters,  in  such  manner  as  not  to  obstruct  the  movement  of  the  troops. 
When  the  trains  of  different  divisions  march  together,  or  the  train  of  a  division  marches 
with  the  ti'ain  of  general  headquarters,  the  senior  Quartermaster  directs  the  whole. — 
IBega.  1863.  IT  773;  Ap.  B,  IT  47.] 

1393«  The  wagons  allowed  to  a  regiment,  battery,  or  squadron,  must  carry  nothing 
but  forage  for  the  teams,  cooking  utensils  and  rations  for  the  troops,  hospital  stores, 
and  officers'  baggage.  One  wagon  to  each  regiment  will  transport  exclusively  hospital 
supplies,  under  Uie  direction  of  the  regimental  Surgeon ;  the  one  for  regimental  head- 
quarters will  carry  the  grain  for  the  officers'  horses ;  and  the  three  allowed  for  each 
battery  or  squadron  will  be  loaded  with  rations  and  forage  in  proper  propfortions  for 
the  same  number  of  days'  supply  of  each.  Stores  in  bulk  and  ammunition  will  be 
carried  in  the  regular  or  special  supply  trains. — IBega,  1863,  Ap,  B,  f  42.] 

139 3*  The  regimental  Quartermaster  has  charge  of  the  wagons,  horses,  equip- 
ments, and  all  means  of  transport  employed  in  the  service  of  tne  regiment,  under 
the  orders  of  the  Colonel,  he  assembles  them  for  the  march,  and  maintains  the  order 
and  police  of  the  train  in  park  and  on  the  march.  On  marches,  the  regimental  trains 
are  under  the  orders  of  toe  Quartermaster  of  the  division.  When  the  march  is  by 
brigade,  the  senior  resimental  Quartermaster  in  the  brigade,  or  the  Quartermaster  of 
the  brigade,  has  the  direction  of  the  whole.  The  necessary  wagOD-mast«rs,  or  non- 
commissioned officers  to  act  as  such,  are  employed  with  the  several  trains. — [B!eg9. 1863,

1354.  None  but  the  authorized  wagons  are  allowed  to  march  with  the  train.  The 
waffons  of  the  several  headquarters,  the  regimental  waffons,  and  the  wagons  of  traders 
authorized  by  orders  from  headquarters  to  march  with  the  train,  are  all  to  be  conspic- 
uously marked.— [i?^«.

1 3ft  9*  The  General  whose  headquarters  train  is  to  be  guarded  regulates  the  strength 
of  the  guard.  The  regimental  trains  are  loaded,  unloaded,  and  yarded,  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable, by  convalescents  and  men  not  effective  in  the  ranks ;  in  the  Cavalry,  by  dis- 
mounted men.  When  the  guard  of  a  train  is  the  escort  for  its  defense,  the  regula- 
tions in  regard  to  convoys  and  escorts  take  effect.

t3ft6«  In  large  commands  the  roads,  if  possible,  are  left  to  the  Artillery  and  trains. 
The  order  of  march  should  state  whether  the  troops  or  trains  have  the  right  of  way. 
The  order  for  the  movement  of  the  divisions,  brigades,  and  regiments  contains  the 
necessary  directions  in  regard  to  the  assembling  and  marching  of  the  respective  trains. 
The  several  trains  march  in  an  order  analogous  to  the  rank  of  the  Generals,  and  the 
order  of  battle  of  the  troops  to  which  they  belong.

They  will  not  permit  the  wagons  of  the  Artillery  or  of  the  train  to  be  loaded  with  any- 
thing foreign  to  their  proper  service,  nor  any  public  horse,  for  any  occasion,  to  be 
harnessed  to  a  private  carriage. — [Rega,  1863,  i  779.] 

1359*  The  officers  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  the  wagon-masters,  and  all 
conductors  of  trains,  are  charged  with  watching  that  the  regulations  respecting  trans- 
portation allowances  are  strictly  observed.

AMBULANCES. 

[Act  March  11,  1864,  m  G.  O.  106, 1864.] 

liiOO*  The  following  are  the  rules  for  a  uniform  system  of  ambulances  in  the 
armies  of  the  United  States: 

The  Medical  Director,  or  chief  Medical  officer,  of  each  army  corps  shall,  under  the 
control  of  the  Medical  Director  of  the  army  to  which  such  army  corps  belongs,  have 
the  direction  and  supervision  of  all  ambulances,  medicine  and  other  wagons,  horses, 
mules,  harness,  and  other  fixtures  appertaining  thereto,  and  of  all  officers  and  men 
who  may  be  detailed  or  employed  to  assist  him  in  the  management  thereof,  in  the 
army  corps  in  which  he  may  be  serving. 

The  commanding  officer  of  each  army  corps  shall  detail  officers  and  enlisted  men 
for  service  in  its  ambulance  corps,  upon  the  following  basis,  viz:  One  Captain,  who

BbaSl  be  oommandant  of  said  ambulance  corps;  one  Ist  Lieutenant  for  each  division ; 
one  3d  Lieutenant  for  each  brigade ;  one  Sergeant  for  each  re^ment ;  three  privates 
£n-  each  ambulance,  and  one  private  for  each  wagon.  The  officers  and  non-commis- 
sioned officers  of  the  ambulance  corps  shall  bo- mounted. 

The  officersy  non-commissioned  officers,  and  privates  detailed  for  each  army  corps 
shall  be  examined  by  a  board  of  Medical  officers  of  the  same  as  to  their  fitness.  Such 
as  are  found  to  be  not  qualiiied  shall  be  rejected,  and  others  detailed  in  their  stead. 

There  shall  be  allowed  and  furnished  to  each  army  corps  two-horse  ambulances, 
upon  the  following  basis:  Three  to  each  regiment  of  Infantry  of  five  hundred  men  or 
more;  two  to  each  regiment  of  Infantry  of  more  than  two  hundred  and  less  than  five 
hnndred  men;  and  one  to  each  regiment  of  Infantry  of  less  than  two  hundred  men ; 
two  to  each  regiment  of  Cavalry  of  five  hundred  men  or  more :  and  one  to  each  regi- 
ment of  Cavalry  of  less  than  five  hundred  men;  one  to  each  oattery  of  Artillery,  to 
which  it  shall  be  permanentlv  attached;  to  the  headquarters  of  each  army  corps,  two 
sQch  ambulances;  and  to  each  division  train  of  ambulances  two  arm^  wagons.  Am- 
balances  shall  be  allowed  and  furnished  upon  the  same  basis  to  divisions,  brigades, 
and  commands  not  attached  to  any  army  corps. 

Each  ambulance  shall  be  provided  with  such  number  of  stretchers  and  other  appli- 
ances as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Surgeon  General. 

Horse  and  mule  litters  may  be  adopted  or  authorized  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  in 
Hen  of  ambulances,  when  Judged  necessary,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  Medical  director  of  eacn  army  corps. 

The  Captain  shall  l>e  the  commander  of  all  the  ambulances,  medicine  and  other 
waeons  in  the  corps,  under  the  immediate  direction  of  the  Medical  director,  or  chief 
Medical  officer,  of  the  army  corps  to  which  the  ambulance  corps  belongs.  He  shall 
pay  special  attention  to  the  conaition  of  the  ambulances,  wagons,  horses,  mules,  har- 
ness, and  other  fixtures  appertaining  thereto,  and  see  that  they  are  at  all  times  in 
readiness  for  service;  that  the  officers  and  men  of  the  ambulance  corps  are  properly 
instructed  in  their  duties,  and  that  their  duties  are  performed,  and  that  the  regulations 
which  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary^  of  War,  or  the  Surgeon  General,  for  the 
^vemment  of  the  ambulance  corps  are  stnctly  observed  by  those  under  his  command. 
It  shall  be  his  duty  to  institute  a  drill  in  his  corps,  instructing  his  men  in  the  most 
easy  and  expeditious  manner  of  moving  the  sick  and  wounded,  and  to  requii'e  in  all 
eases  that  the  sick  and  wounded  shall  be  treated  with  gentleness  and  care,  and  that 
the  ambulances  and  wagons  are  at  all  times  provided  with  attendants,  drivers,  horses, 
mules,  and  whatever  may  be  necessary  for  their  efficiency;  and  it  snaU  be  his  duty 
also  to  see  that  the  ambulances  are  not  used  for  any  other  purpose  than  that  for  which 
they  are  designed  and  ordered. 

The  1st  Lieutenant  assigned  to  the  ambulance  corps  for  a  division  shall  have  com- 
plete control,  under  the  Captain  of  his  corps  and  the  Medical  director  of  the  army 
corps,  of  all  the  ambulances,  medicine  and  other  wagons^  horses,  mules,  and  men  in 
that  portion  of  the  ambulance  corps.  He  shall  be  the  Actmg  Assistant  Quartermaster 
for  that  portion  of  the  ambulance  corps,  and  will  receipt  for  and  be  responsible  for  all 
the  property  belonging  to  it,  and  be  held  responsible  for  any  deficiency  in  anything 
appertaming  thereto.  He  shall  have  a  traveling  Cavalry  force,  a  blacksmith,  and  a 
saddler,  who  shall  be  under  his  orders,  to  enable  him  to  keep  nis  train  in  order.  He 
shall  have  aatliority  to  draw  supplies  from  the  Depot  Quartermaster,  upon  requisi- 
tions approved  by  the  Captain  of^his  corps,  the  Medical  director,  and  the  commander 
of  the  army  corps  to  which  ho  is  attached.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  exercise  a  constant 
snpervision  over  his  train  in  every  particular,  and  keep  it  at  all  times  ready  for  service. 

The  2d  Lientenant  shall  have  command  of  the  portion  of  the  ambulance  corps  for  a 
brigade,  and  shall  be  under  the  immediate  orders  of  the  1st  Lieutenant,  and  he  shall 
exercise  a  careful  supervision  over  the  Sergeants  and  privates  assigned  to  the  portion 
of  the  ambulance  corps  for  his  brieade;  and  it  shall  oe  the  duty  of  the  Sergeants  to 
condact  the  drills  and  inspections  of  the  ambulances,  under  his  orders,  of  their  respect- 
ive regiments. 

It  smUl  bA  the  duty  of  the  Medical  director,  or  chief  Medical  officer,  of  the  army 
eorpe,  previous  to  a  inarch,  and  previous  to  and  in  time  of  action,  or  whenever  it  may 
be  necessary  to  use  the  ambulances,  to  issne  the  proper  orders  to  the  Captain  for  the 
distribution  and  management  of  the  same,  for  collecting  the  sick  and  wounded  and 
oonvoying  them  to  their  destination.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Captain  faith- 
fally  and  diligently  to  execute  such  orders. 

The  officers  of  the  ambulance  corps,  including  the  Medical  director,  shall  make  such 
reports,  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  required  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  Surgeon 
General,  the  Medical  Director  of  the  Army,  or  the  commanding  officer  of  the  army 
corps  in  which  they  may  be  serving;  and  all  reports  to  higher  authority  than  the 
coamianding  officer  of  the  army  corps  shall  be  transmitt^  through  the  Medical 
director  of  tne  army  to  which  such  army  corps  belongs. 

The  ambulances  in  the  armies  of  the  United  States  shall  be  used  only  for  the  trans- 
portation of  the  sick  and  wounded,  and,  in  urgent  cases  only,  for  Medical  supplies, 
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aud  all  jiersons  shall  be  prohibited  from  using  them,  or  requiring  them  to  be  used  for 
any  other  purpose.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  of  the  ambulance  conps  to 
report  to  the  commander  of  the  army  corps  any  violation  of  the  prorisions  of  this 
paragraph,  or  any  attempt  to  violate  -the  same.  And  any  officer  who  shall  use  an 
ambulance,  or  require  it  to  be  used,  for  any  other  purpose  than  as  provided  in  this 
paragraph,  shall,  for  the  first  olSense,  be  publicly  reprimanded  by  the  commander  of 
the  ariny  corps  in  which  he  may  be  serving,  and  for  the  second  offense  shall  be  dismissed 
from  the  service. 

No  person,  except  the  proper  Medical  officers,  or  the  officers,  non-commissioned  offi- 
cers, and  privates  of  the  ambulance  corps,  or  such  persons  as  may  be  specially  assigned, 
by  competent  military  authority,  to  duty  with  the  ambulance  corps  for  the  occasion, 
shall  be  permitted  to  take  or  accompany  sick  or  wounded  men  to  the  rear,  either  on 
the  march  or  upon  the  field  of  battle. 

The  officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  and  privates  of  the  ambulance  corps  shall  be 
designated  by  such  uniform  or  in  such  manner  as  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  deem 
proper.  Officers  and  men  may  be  relieved  from  service,  and  others  detailed  in  the 
ambulance  corps,  subject  to  the  examination  provided  in  section  3  of  this  paragraph, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  conmianders  of  the  armies  in  which  they  may  bo  serving. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  theconmiander  of  the  army  corps  to  transmit  to  the  A^utsnt 
Ctoneral  the  names  and  rank  of  all  ofAcers  and  enlisted  men  detailed  for  ser%'ice  in  its 
ambulance  corps,  stating  the  organizations  from  which  they  may  have  been  detailed. 
When  officers  and  men  l^longing  to  Volunteer  organizations  are  detailed  for  such  serv- 
ice, the  A^utant  General  shall,  thereupon,  notify  the  Governors  of  the  several  Statee 
in  which  such  organizations  were  raised. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commander  of  the  army  corps  to  report  to  the  Adjutant 
General  from  time  to  time  the  conduct  and  behavior  of  the  officers  and  enlisted  men 
of  the  ambulance  corps,  and  the  Adjutant  Qener^  shall  forward  copies  of  such  reports, 
so  far  as  they  relate  to  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  Volunteer  organizations,  to  the 
Governors  of  the  States  in  which  such  organizations  were  raised.  ^ 

Nothing  in  these  regulations  shall  be  construed  to  diminish  or  impair  the  rightful 
authority  of  the  commanders  of  armies,  army  corps,  or  separate  detachments,  over  the 
Medical  and  other  officers  aud  the  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  of  their 
respective  commands. 

1361*  All  ambulances  for  the  transportation  of  the  sick  and  wounded,  before  being 
issued,  will  be  xminted  as  prescribed  by  the  specifications  for  ambulances  approved  by 
the  Secretary  of  War  October  31, 1877. 

1363*  The  ambulance  depot,  to  which  the  wounded  are  carried  or  directed  for  im- 
mediate treatment,  is  generally  established  at  the  most  convenient  building  nearest 
the  field  of  battle.— [iJe^«.  1863,  f  736.] 
^^     lSi63«  The  hospital  and  ambulance  flags  of  the  Army  are  as  follows :    For  general 
/v^ hospitals,  yellow  bunting  9  by  5  feet,  with  the  letter  H,  24  inches  long,  of  green  bunt-

^'or  post  and  field  hospitals,  yellow  bunting  6  by  4  feet,  with  letter  H,  24  inches  long, 
of  ^en  bunting,  in  centre. 

For  ambulances  and  guidons  to  mark  the  way  to  field  hospitals,  yellow  bunting  14 
by  28  inches,  with  a  border,  1  inch  deep,  of  green.— [G^.  O.  9, 1864.] 

MARCHES. 

1904*  The  object  of  the  movement  aud  the  nature  of  the  ground  detennine  the 
order  of  march,  the  kind  of  troops  in  each  column,  and  the  number  of  columns. — \Bm%»

1365.  The  ^*  general f"  sounded  one  hour  before  the  time  of  marching,  is  the  signal 
to  strike  tents,  to  load  the  wagons,  and  pack  horses,  and  send  them  to  the  place  of 
assembling.— [^«.  1863,  IF  681.] 

1966*  When  the  troops  should  form  suddenly  to  meet  the  enemy,  the  signal  **  to 
arms"  is  sounded  or  the  '*  long  roll "  is  beaten.  The  troops  after  assembling  on  their 
company  parades  form  rapidly  in  front  of  their  camps.  In  the  Cavalry,  if  the  troops 
are  to  form  mounted,  the  signal  '*  to  horse"  will  be  sounded. — [Begs,  1863,  IT  683;  AiUk.

136T*  Batteries  of  Artillery  and  their  caissons  move  with  the  corps  to  which  they 
are  attached ;  the  field  train  and  ambulances  march  at  the  rear  of  the  column,  and  the 
baggage  with  the  rear  guard.

Soldiers  mnst  not  be  permitted  to  leave 
the  ranks  to  strip  or  rob  the  dead,  nor  even  to  assist  the  wounded  except  by  express 
permission,  wbich  is  only  to  be  given  after  the  action  is  decided.  The  highest  interest 
and  most  pressing  duty  is  to  win  the  victory,  by  winning  which  only  can  a  proper 
care  of  the  wounded  be  insured.— [J;«gf«.

PRISONERS  OP  WAR. 

1396*  Prisoners  of  war  will  be  disarmed  and  sent  to  the  rear,  and  reported  as  soon 
as  practicable  to  the  headquarters. — [Begs,  1863,  IF  745.] 

199T*  The  private  property  of  prisoners  will  be  duly  respected,  and  each  shall  he 
treated  with  the  regard  due  to  his  rank.  They  are  to  obey  the  necessary  orders  given 
them.  They  receive  for  subsistence  one  ration  each,  without  regard  to  rank ;  and  the 
wounded  are  to  be  treated  with  the  same  care  as  the  wounded  of  the  Army.  Other 
allowances  to  tliem  will  depend  on  conventions  with  the  enemy.  Prisoners'  horses 
will  be  taken  for  the  Army.— [^ej[».

181 1«  The  obligations  imposed  by  the  general  laws  and  usages  of  war  upon  the 
non-combatant  inhabitants  of  a  section  of  country  passed  over  by  an  invading  armv 
cease  it  hen  the  military  occupation  ceases;  and  any  pledge  or  parole  given  by  such 
persons,  in  regard  to  future  service,  is  null  and  of  no  effect.— [G.  O.  207, 1863.] 

IS  19*  A  military  paarole  not  to  serve  until  exchanged  must  not  be  confounded  with 
%  parole  of  honor  to  do  or  not  to  do  a  particular  thing  not  inconsistent  with  the  duty 
of  a  soldier.  Thus,  a  prisoner  of  war  actually  held  by  the  enemy  may,  in  order  to 
obtain  exemption  from  a  close  guard  or  confinement,  pledge  his  parole  of  honor  that 
he  will  make  no  attempt  to  escape.

1318*  Whenever  prisoners  of  war  are  released  on  parole  and  sentthroagh  the  lines, 
the  officers  who  release  them  will  immediately  send  rolls  to  the  Adjutant  General  of 
the  Army,  containing  an  exact  list  of  the  prisoners'  names,  rank,  regiment,  and  com- 
pany, date  and  place  of  capture,  and  date  and  place  of  parole.  These  rolls  are  indis- 
pensable in  effecting  exchimges  of  prisoners.

1314.  The  following  rules  in  regard  to  parolee  are  established  by  the  common  law 
and  usages  of  war:— [O.  0. 49, 1863.] 

An  officer  who  ^ves  a  parole  for  himself  or  his  command  on  the  battle-field  is  darned 
a  deserter,  and  will  be  punished  accordingly. 
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For  the  officer,  the  pledging  of  his  parole  is  an  individaal  act,  and  no  wholesale 
paroling  by  an  officer,  for  a  number  of  inferiors  in  rank,  is  permitted  or  valid. 

No  prisoner  of  war  can  be  forced  by  the  hostile  Government  to  pledge  his  parole  ; 
and  any  threat  or  ill  treatment  to  force  the  giving  of  the  parole  is  contrary  to  the  law 
of  war,  and  not  binding. 

No  prisoner  of  war  can  enter  into  engagements  inconsistent  with  his  character  and 
dnties  as  a  citizen  and  a  subject  of  his  State.  He  can  only  bind  himself  not  to  bear 
arms  against  his  captor  for  a  limited  period,  or  until  he  is  exchanged,  and  this  only 
with  the  stipulated  or  implied  consent  of  his  own  Government,  u  tne  engagement 
which  he  makes  is  not  approved  by  his  Government,  he  is  bound  to  return  and  surren- 
der himself  as  a  prisoner  of  war.  His  own  Government  cannot  at  the  same  time  dis- 
own his  engagement  and  refuse  his  return  as  a  prisoner. 

No  one  can  pledge  his  parole  that  ho  will  never  bear  arms  against  the  Government 
of  his  captors,  nor  that  he  will  not  bear  arms  asainst  any  other  enemy  of  his  Govern- 
ment, not  at  the  time  the  ally  of  his  cai>tors.  Such  agreements  have  reference  only  to 
the  existing  enemy  and  his  existing  alues,  and  to  the  existing  war,  and  not  to  future 
belligerents. 

While  the  pledging  of  the  military  parole  is  a  voluntary  act  of  the  individual,  the  cap- 
turing power  IS  not  obliged  to  grant  it,  nor  is  the  Government  of  the  individual  paroled 
bound  to  approve  or  ratify  it. 

Paroles  not  authorized  by  the  common  law  of  war  are  not  valid  till  approved  by  the 
Government  of  the  individual  so  pledging  his  parole. 

The  pledging  of  any  unauthorized  military  parole  is  a  military  offense,  punishable 
under  the  common  law  of  war.

131 T*  A  declaration  of  exchange  can  only  properly  emanate  from  the  office  of  ilie 
Ac^utant  General  of  the  Army.  Whenever  commanders  are  authorized  to  make  ex- 
chaAges,  their  authority  is  conUned  to  delivering  prisoners  of  war,  and  receiving  others 
as  equivalents.  They  should  then  furnish  the  Commissary  General  of  Prisoners  with 
lists  of  all  persons  thus  received  and  delivered,  upon  which  the  order  declaring  the  ex- 
change will  be  issued  by  the  Af^Uutant  General.

1318*  The  following  may  be  used  as  a  form  of  the  cartel,  the  provisions  being 
liable  to  modification,  according  to  agreement,  by  the  agents  appointed  by  the  proper

The  undersigned,  having  been  commissioned  by  the  authorities  they  respectively 
represent  to  make  arrangements  for  a  general  exchange  of  prisoners  of  war,  have 
agreed  to  the  following  articles : 

Article  1.  It  is  hereby  agreed  and  stipulated  that  all  prisoners  of  war  held  by 
either  party,  including  those  taken  on  private  armed  vessels  known  as  privateers, 
shall  be  discharged  upon  the  conditions  and  terms  following: 

Prisoners  to  be  exchanged  man  for  man  and  officer  for  officer ;  privateers  to  be 
placed  upon  the  footing  of  officers  and  men  of  the  Navy. 

Men  and  officers  of  lower  grades  may  be  exchanged  for  officers  of  a  higher  grade, 
and  men  and  officers  of  diilorent  services  may  be  exchanged  according  to  the  following 
scale  of  eqni valen  ts : 

A  General  commanding-in-chief  or  an  Admiral  shall  be  exchanged  for  officers  of 
equal  rank  or  for  sixty  privates  or  common  seamen. 

A  Major  General  or  Flag  Officer  shall  be  exchanged  for  officers  of  equal  rank  or  for 
forty  privates  or  common  seamen. 

A  Brigadier  General  or  a  Commodore  carrying  a  broad  pennant  shall  be  exchanged 
for  officers  of  equal  rank  or  for  twenty  privates  or  common  seamen. 

A  Colonel  or  a  Captain  in  the  Navy  shall  be  exchanged  for  officers  of  equal  rank  or 
for  fifteen  privates  or  common  seamen. 

A  Lieutenant  Colonel  or  a  Commander  in  the  Navy  shall  be  exchanged  for  officers 
of  equal  rank  or  for  ten  privates  or  common  seamen. 

A  Mt^or.or  a  Lieutenant  Commander  shall  be  exchanged  for  officers  of  equal  rank 
or  for  eigh't  privates  or  common  seamen. 

A  Captain  in  the  Army  or  Marines  or  a  Lieutenant  or  a  Master  in  the  Navy  shall  be 
exchanged  for  officers  of  equal  rank  or  for  six  privates  or  common  seamen. 

Lieutenants  in  the  Army  shall  be  exchanged  for  officers  of  equal  rank  or  for  four 
privates  or  common  seamen. 

Midshipmen,  Warrant  Officers  in  the  Navy,  Masters  of  merchant  vessels,  and  Com- 
manders of  privateers  shall  be  exchanged  for  officers  of  equal  rank  or  for  three  privates 
or  common  seamen. 
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Second  Captains,  Lieatenants,  or  Mates  of  meiohant  vessels  or  privateers,  and  all 
pettv  officers  in  the  Navy  and  all  non-commissioned  officers  in  the  Army  or  Marines, 
shali  be  severally  exchanged  for  persons  of  eqnal  rank  or  for  two  privates  or  common 
seamen ;  and  private  soliuers  or  common  seamen  shall  be  exchanged  for  each  other, 
man  for  man. 

Articxe  2.  Local,  State,  civil^  and  militia  rank  held  by  persons  not  in  actual  mili- 
taij  service  will  not  be  recognized,  the  basis  of  exchange  being  the  grade  actually 
held  in  the  naval  and  military  seivice  of  the  respective  parties. 

Artici^  3.  If  citizens  held  by  either  party  on  charges  of  any  alleged  civil  offense 
are  exchanged,  it  shall  only  be  for  citizens.  Captiured  sutlers,  teamsters,  and  all 
civilians  in  the  actual  service  of  either  party,  to  be  exchanged  for  persons  in  similar 
position. 

Artici^  4.  The  surplus  prisoners  not  exchanged,  if  paroled,  shall  not  be  permitted 
to  take  np  arms  a^ain,  nor  to  serve  as  military  police  or  constabulary  force  in  any 
fort^  garrison,  or  field  work  held  by  either  of  the  respective  parties,  nor  as  guards  of 
prisons,  depots,  or  stores,  nor  to  oischargo  any  duty  usually  performed  by  soldiers, 
until  exchanged  under  the  provisions  of  this  cartel.  The  excnange  is  not  to  be  con- 
sidered complete  until  the  officer  or  soldier  exchanged  for  has  been  actually  restored 
to  the  lines  to  which  he  belongs. 

Abticxje  5.  Each  party,  upon  the  discharge  of  prisoners  of  the  other  party,  is 
authorized  to  discharge  an  equal  number  of  their  own  officers  or  men  from  parole, 
according  to  the  scale  of  equivalents  already  agreed  upon,  furnishing  at  the  same 
time  to  the  other  party  a  list  of  their  prisoners  discharged  and  of  their  own  officers 
and  men  relieved  from  parole — thus  enabling  each  party  to  relieve  from  parole  such 
of  their  own  officers  and  men  as  the  party  may  choose.  The  lists  thus  mutually 
furnished  will  keep  both  parties  advised  of  the  true  condition  of  the  exchange  of 
prisoners. 

Articus  6.  The  stipulations  and  provisions  above  mentioned  to  be  of  binding  obliga- 
tion during  the  continuance  of  the  war,  it  matters  not  which  party  may  have  tne 
surplus  of  prisoners,  the  great  principles  involved  being — Ist.  An  oquitable  exohanffe 
of  prisoners,  man  for  man,  officer  for  officer,  or  officeis  of  higher  grade  exchanged  for 
officers  of  lower  grade,  or  for  privates  according  to  the  scale  of  equivalents;  2d.  That 
privateers  and  officers  and  men  of  different  services  may  be  exchanged  according  to 
the  same  scale  of  equivalents;  3d.  That  all  prisoners,  of  whatever  arm  of  service,  are 
to  be  exchanged  or  paroled  as  soon  as  it  is  practicable  to  transfer  them  to  their  own 
lines;  4th.  That  no  officer,  soldier,  or  employ^  in  the  service  of  either  party  is  to  be 
considered  as  exchanged  and  absolved  from  his  parole  until  his  equivalent  has 
actually  reached  the  lines  of  his  friends;  5th.  That  the  parole  forbids  the  performance 
of  field,  garrison,  police,  or  guard,  or  constabulary  duty. 

Abticle  7.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  foregoing  articles  of  agreement, 
each  party  will  appoint  two  agents,  to  be  called  agents  for  the  exchange  of  prisoners 
of  war,  whose  duty  it  shall  l^  to  communicate  with  each  other,  by  correspondence 
and  otherwise,  to  prepare  the  lists  of  prisoners,  to  attend  to  the  deliverv  of  the 
prisoners  at  the  places  agreed  on,  and  to  carry  out  promptly,  effectually,  ana  in  good 
faith,  aU  the  details  and  provisions  of  the  said  articles  of  agreement. 

Abticlb  8.  In  case  any  misunderstanding  shall  arise  in  regard  to  any  dause  or 
stipulation  in  the  foregoing  articles,  it  is  mutually  agreed  that  such  misunderstanding 
shall  not  interrupt  the  release  of  prisoners  on  parole,  as  herein  provided,  but  shall  be 
made  the  subject  of  friendly  explanations,  in  order  that  the  object  of  this  agreement 
may  neither  be  defeated  nor  postponed. 

lSi9.  INSTRUCTIONS  TOR  THB  QOVERNMENT  OF  ARMIES  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  IN 

THE  FIELD. 

LG.  0. 100, 1863.] 

SBcnOH  l.—MarHtU  Laii^^MUiUuryjuritdieHon^MilUary  nee&itUy—IMaliaiion. 

L  A  place,  districts  or  oonntry  oocopied  bj  an  enemy  ataocls,  in  conseqnenoe  of  the  oocapatlon,  nndw 
the  liartial  Law  of  tneinvadineor  ocoopying  Army,  whether  any  proclamation  declaring  Martial  Law. 
or  any  public  warning  to  the  iimabitants,  has  been  iasned  or  not.  Martial  Law  is  the  Immediate  and 
direct  effidct  and  conaeqnenee  of  occnpatton  or  conquest. 

Thejpresenco  of  a  hostUe  army  proclaims  its  Martial  Law. 

2.  Mjtrtial  Law  does  not  oeaae  during  the  hostile  occupation,  except  by  special  proclamatioB,  ordered 
by  the  commander-in-chief;  or  by  special  mention  in  the  treaty  of  peace  conclading  the  war,  when  the 
oecopation  of  a  place  or  territory  oontinnes  beyond  the  conclusion  of  peace  as  one  of  the  conditions  of 
thesamei 

8.  Martial  Law  in  a  hostile  oonntrr  consists  in  the  suspension,  by  the  occupying  military  authority, 
of  the  criminal  and  dvil  law,  and  oithe  domestic  administration  and  government  in  the  occupied  place 
9t  territory,  and  in  the  substitution  of  militiuy  rule  and  force  for  the  same,  as  woU  as  in  the  dictation 
sfeeaenl  lawsi  as  for  as-military  necessity  requires  this  suspension,  substitution,  or  dictation. 

The  commander  of  the  forces  may  proclaim  that  the  administration  of  all  ciTil  and  penal  law  shaQ 
eoAtinne,  either  wholly  or  in  part^  as  in  times  of  peace,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  military 
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4.  Martial  Law  it  aimply  military  antiiorlty  excroiaed  in  aooordaaoe  with  the  lawa  and  uaagea  of 
war.  Military  oppresaion  ia  not  Martial  Law ;  it  ia  the  aboae  of  the  power  which  that  law  confera. 
Aa  Martial  Law  ia  executed  by  military  force,  it  is  incumbent  npon  those  who  administer  it  to  be 
atriotly  gnided  by  the  principles  of  jastico,  honor,  and  humanity — ^virtnes  adorning  a  soldier  oven  more 
than  other  men,  for  iho  rtry  reason  that  he  possesses  the  power  of  his  arms  M^ainst  the  unarmed. 

6.  Martial  Law  should  be  less  stringent  in  places  and  countries  fully  occupied  and  fairly  conquered. 
Much  greater  severity  may  be  exercised  in  pDaces  or  regions  where  actual  hostilities  exist,  or  are  ex- 
pected and  must  be  prepared  for.  Its  moat  complete  sway  is  allowed— even  in  the  comroander*s  own 
country— when  face  to  uce  with  tbo  enemy,  because  of  tiie  absolute  necessities  of  the  case,  and  of  the 
paramount  duty  to  defend  the  country  a^inst  invasion. 

To  save  tho  country  is  paramount  to  all  otiier  oonaiderations. 

6.  All  civil  and  penal  law  shall  continue  to  take  its  usual  course  in  the  enemy's  places  and  territories 
under  Martial  Law,  unless  interrupted  or  stopped  by  order  of  the  occupying  military  power :  but  all  tha 
Amotions  of  the  hostile  government— legislative,  executive,  or  administrative— whether  of  a  general. 

Srovineial,  or  losal  character,  cease  under  Martial  Law,  or  continue  only  with  the  sanction,  or,  if 
eemed  necessary,  the  participation  of  the  occupier  or  invader. 

7.  Martial  Law  extends  to  property,  and  to  persons,  whether  they  are  sul\)ects  of  the  enemy  or  aliens 
to  that  government. 


8.  Consuls,  among  American  and  European  nstions,  are  not  diplomstio  agents.  Ifeverthtless,  their 
offices  and  persona  will  be  subjected  to  Martial  Law  in  cases  of  urgent  necessity  only ;  their  property 
and  business  are  not  exempted.    Any  delinouency  they  commit  against  the  established  military  rale 


may  be  punished  as  in  the  case  of  any  other  Inhabitant,  and  such  punishment  furnishes  no  reasonsbls 
ground  for  international  complaint. 

9.  The  Amotions  of  AmbasMdors,  Ministers,  or  other  dinlom»tic  agents,  accredited  by  neutral  powers 
to  the  hostile  government^  cease,  so  far  as  regards  tho  displaced  government;  but  the  oonquering  or 
occupying  power  usuallv  recognizes  them  as  temporarily  accredited  to  itself. 

10.  Martial  Law  affects  chiefly  the  jwlice  and  coUeotion  of  public  revenue  and  taxes,  whether  imposed 
by  the  expelled  government  or  by  the  invader,  and  refers  mainly  to  the  support  and  efficiency  of  the 
Army,  its  safety,  and  the  aafety  of  its  operations. 

11.  The  law  of  war  does  not  only  disclaim  all  cruelty  and  bad  faith  concerning  engagements  concluded 
with  the  enemy  during  the  war,  but  also  the  breaUng  of  stipulations  solemiuy  contracted  by  the  bel- 
ligerents in  time  of  peace,  and  avowedly  intended  to,,remain  in  force  in  case  of  war  between  the  con- 
tracting powers. 

It  disclaims  all  extortions  and  other  transactions  for  individual  gain;  aU  acts  of  private  revenge,  or 
connivance  at  such  acts. 
Offenses  to  tho  contrary  shall  be  severely  punished,  and  especially  so  if  committed  by  officers. 

12.  Whenever  feasible.  Martial  Law  is  carried  out  in  oases  of  individual  offenders  by  Military  Courts ; 
but  sentences  of  death  shall  be  executed  only  with  the  approval  of  the  chief  executive,  provided  the 
urgency  of  the  case  does  not  require  a  speedier  exeontion,  and  then  only  with  the  mpptavM  of  the  chief 
commander. 

13.  Military  furisdiction  is  of  two  kinds :  first,  that  which  is  conferred  and  defined  by  ststute ;  second, 
that  which  is  derived  from  the  common  law  of  war.  Military  offenses  under  the  statute  law  must  be 
tried  in  the  mann«*r  therein  directed ;  but  military  offenses  wlilch  do  not  come  within  the  statute  must 
be  tried  and  punished  under  tho  common  law  of  war.  The  character  of  the  courts  which  exercise  these 
lurisdictions  depends  upon  the  local  laws  of  each  particular  country. 

In  the  armies  of  the  United  States  the  first  is  exercised  by  courts-martial ;  while  cases  which  do  not 
come  within  the  "Kules  and  Articles  of  War,"  or  the  jurisdiction  conferred  by  statute  on  courts-martial, 
are  tried  by  military  commissions. 

14.  Military  necessity,  as  understood  by  modenn  otviliaed  nations,  consists  in  the  necessity  of  those 
measures  which  are  indispensable  for  securing  the  ends  of  the  war,  and  which  are  Iswfhl  according  to 
the  modern  law  and  usages  of  war. 

15.  Military  necessity  admits  of  all  direct  destruction  of  life  or  limb  of  armed  enemies,  and  of  other 
persons  whose  destruction  is  incidentally  unovoitfoMs  inthe  armed  contests  of  the  war;  it  allows  of  the 
capturing  of  every  armed  enemy,  and  every  enemy  of  importance  to  the  hostile  government,  or  of  peon- 
liw  danger  to  the  captor :  it  allows  of  all  destruction  of  property,  and  obstruction  of  the  ways  and 
channels  of  traffic,  travel,  or  communication,  and  of  all  withnolding  of  sustenance  or  means  of  life 
fhmi  the  enemy ;  of  the  appropriation  of  whatever  an  enemy's  country  affords  necessary  for  the  sub- 
sistence and  safety  of  the  Army,  and  of  such  deception  as  does  not  involve  the  breaking  of  good  fidth, 
either  positively  pledged,  regiurding  agreements  entered  into  during  tho  war.  or  supposed  by  the  mod- 
ern law  of  war  to  exist.  Men  who  take  up  arms  against  ono  another  in  publio  war  do  not  cease  on  this 
account  to  be  moral  beings,  responsible  to  one  another,  and  to  God. 

16.  Military  necessity  does  not  admit  of  craelty,  that  is,  the  infliction  of  suffering  for  the  sake  of 
sufiliBring  or  for  revenge>.  nor  of  maiming  or  wounding,  except  in  fight,  nor  of  torturo  to  extort  con- 
fessions. It  does  not  admit  of  tho  use  of  poison  in  any  way,  nor  ox  the  wanton  devastation  of  a  dis- 
trict. It  admits  of  deception,  but  disclaims  acts  of  perfidy ;  and,  in  general,  militaiy  necessi^  does 
not  include  any  act  of  hoetili^  which  mi^es  the  return  to  peace  unnecessarily  difficult. 

17.  War  is  not  carried  on  by  arms  alone.  It  is  lawful  to  starve  the  hostile  belligerent,  armed  or 
unarmed,  so  that  it  leads  to  the  speedier  subjection  of  the  enemy. 

18.  When  the  commander  of  a  besieged  place  expels  the  non-comba<ants,  in  order  to  lessen  the 
number  of  those  who  consume  his  stock  of  provisions,  it  is  IswAil,  though  an  extreme  measure,  to 
drive  them  back,  so  as  to  hasten  on  the  surrender. 

19.  Commanders,  whenever  admissible,  inform  the  enemy  of  their  intention  to  bombard  a  place,  so 
that  the  non-combatants,  and  especially  the  women  and  children,  may  be  removed  before  the  Mmbard- 
ment  commences.  But  it  is  no  infraction  of  the  common  law  of  war  to  omit  thus  to  inform  the  enemy. 
Surprise  may  be  a  necessity. 

20.  Public  war  is  a  state  of  armed  hostility  between  sovereign  nations  or  governments.  It  is  a  law 
and  requisite  of  civilized  existence  that  men  live  in  political,  continuons  societies,  forming  organized 
units,  called  states  or  nations,  whose  constituents  oear,  ei^oy,  and  soffer,  advance  ana  retrograde 
together,  in  peace  and  in  war. 

21.  The  citizen  or  native  of  a  hostile  country  is  thus  an  enemy,  as  one  of  the  constituents  of  the 
hostile  state  or  nation,  and  as  such  is  subjected  to  tho  hardships  of  tho  war. 

22.  Nevertheless,  as  civilization  has  advanced  during  the  last  centuries,  so  has  likewise  steadily 
advanced,  especially  in  war  on  land,  the  distinction  between  the  private  individual  belonging  to  a 
hostile  country  and  the  hostile  country  itself,  with  its  men  in  arms.  The  principle  has  been  more  mA 
more  acknowledged  that  the  unarmea  citizen  is  to  be  spared  in  person,  property,  and  h<mor  as  much 
as  the  exigencies  of  war  will  admit. 

23.  Private  citizens  are  no  longer  mmdersd,  enslaved,  or  carried  off  to  distant  parts,  and  the  inof- 
fensive individual  is  as  little  disturbed  in  his  private  relations  as  the  oommander  of  the  hostila  troops 
can  afibrd  to  grant  in  the  oveiruling  demands  of  a  vigorous  war. 
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34.  TIm  almost  imiTcml  rale  in  remote  times  wae,  and  continaee  to  be  with  berlNuoas  armiei,  that 
the  private  individual  of  the  hostile  ooontry  is  destined  to  suffer  every  privation  of  libertv  and  protec- 
tiflo,  and  every  disruption  of  family  ties.  Protection  yrsm,  and  still  is  with  uncivilized  people,  the 
exception. 

2S.  In  modem  regular  wars  of  the  Europeans,  and  their  descendants  in  other  portions  of  the  globe, 
protection  of  the  moflensive  citizen  of  the  hostile  country  is  the  rule ;  privation  and  disturbance  of 
private  relatiana  arc  the  exceptions. 

38.  Commanding  generals  may  cause  the  magistrates  and  civil  officers  of  the  hostile  country  to  take 
the  oath  of  temporary  allegiance  or  an  oath  of  hdelity  to  their  own  victorious  government  or  rulers,  and 
they  may  expel  every  one  who  declines  to  do  so.  But  whether  they  do  so  or  not,  the  people  and  their 
civil  offlGen  owe  strmt  ot)edience  to  them  as  long  as  they  hold  sway  over  the  district  or  country,  at  the 
penl  of  their  lives. 

27.  The  law  of  war  can  no  more  wholly  disi>ense  with  retaliation  than  can  the  law  of  nations,  of  which 
it  is  a  branch.  Yet  civilised  nations  acknowledge  retaliation  as  tho  sternest  feature  of  war.  A  reek- 
leas  enemy  often  leaves  to  bis  opponent  no  other  moans  of  securing  himself  against  the  repetition  of 
barbarous  outrage. 

2&  Betalistion  will,  therefore,  never  be  resorted  to  as  a  measure  of  mere  revenge,  but  on!  v  as  a  means 
of  protective  retribution,  and,  moreover,  cautiously  and  unavoidably;  that  is  to  sav,  retaliation  shall 
only  be  resorted  to  after  carefhl  inquiry  into  the  real  occurrence,  and  the  cltaracter  of  Uie  misdeeds  that 
may  demand  retribution. 

Ui^ost  or  inoonaiderate  retaliation  removes  the  belligerents  further  and  Author  £rom  the  mitigating 
TuitB  of  a  r^ular  war,  and  by  rapid  steps  leads  them  nearer  to  the  internecine  wars  of  savages. 

28.  Modem  times  are  distinguislied  from  earlier  ages  by  the  existence,  at  one  and  the  same  time,  of 
many  nations  and  great  governments  related  to  one  another  in  close  intercourse. 

Peace  is  their  normal  condition ;  war  is  the  exception.  The  ultimate  object  of  all  modern  war  is  a 
reaewed  state  of  peaoa 
The  more  vigorously  wars  are  pursued,  the  better  it  is  for  humanity.  Sharp  wars  are  briet 
30.  Ever  since  the  formation  and  coexistence  of  modem  nations,  and  ever  since  wars  have  become 
great  national  wars,  war  has  come  to  be  acknowledged  net  to  be  its  own  end,  but  tho  means  to  obtain 
great  ends  of  state,  or  to  consist  in  defense  against  wrong ;  and  no  conventional  restriction  of  the 
modes  adopted  to  ii^jure  the  enemy  is  any  longer  admitted ;  but  the  law  of  war  imposes  many  limita- 
tions and  restrictions  on  principles  of  Justice,  fidth,  and  honor. 

Sbctiox  II.~Ptt&Ke  and  private  property  of  the  enemy-^ProteetUm  ofpereone^  and  eepeeidOy  women ;  t^f 
retigian,  the  arte  and  ecieneee^Pvniehment  of  erimee  againtt  the  inhahiiante  of  hoetUe  eowUriee. 

SI.  A  victorions  army  appropriates  all  public  money,  seizes  all  public  movable  property  UDtU  ftirther 
direction  by  its  government,  and  sequesters  for  its  own  benefit  or  that  of  its  government  all  the  reve- 
nues of  real  property  belonging  to  the  hostile  government  or  nation.  Tho  titlo  to  such  real  property 
remains  in  aboyance  during  mUitary  occupation,  and  until  the  conquest  is  made  complete. 

32.  A  victorfons  army,  by  the  martial  i>ower  inherent  in  the  same,  may  suspend,  change,  or  abolish, 
as  fu'  as  the  martial  power  extends,  tho  relations  which  arise  from  the  services  due,  according  to  the 
existing  laws  of  the  invaded  country,  firom  one  citizen,  subject,  or  native  of  the  same  to  another. 

Tho  commander  of  the  army  must  leave  it  to  the  ultimate  treaty  of  peace  to  settie  the  permanency 
of  this  change. 

33.  It  is  no  longer  oonsidered  lawfti]r--on  the  contrary,  it  is  held  to  be  a  serious  breach  of  the  law  of 
ifar— to  force  the  sulitjocts  of  tiie  enemy  into  the  service  of  tho  victorious  government,  except  the  latter 
BhooM  proclaim,  after  a  fair  and  complete  conquest  of  the  hostile  conntrvor  district,  that  it  is  resolved 
to  keep  tho  country,  district,  or  place  permanently  as  its  own  and  make  It  a  portion  of  its  own  conntry. 

34.  As  a  general  role,  the  property  belonging  to  churches,  to  hospitals,  or  other  establishments  of  an 
exdosivdy  charitable  character,  to  establishments  of  education,  or  foundations  for  the  promotion  of 
knowledge,  whether  public  schools,  uniTorsities,  academies  of  learning  or  observatories,  museums  of 
the  fine  arts,  or  of  a  scientific  character— such  property  is  not  to  bo  considered  public  property  in  the 
sense  of  poniffraph  31 ;  but  it  may  bo  taxed  or  used  when  the  publie  service  may  require  it. 

33.  Classical  works  of  art,  libraries,  scientific  collections,  or  precious  instruments,  such  as  astronomi- 
cal telescopes,  as  well  as  hospitals,  must  be  secured  against  all  avoidable  injury,  even  when  they  are 
contained  in  fortified  places  whilst  besieged  or  bomliarded. 

39.  If  such  works  of  art,  Ubrariea,  collations,  or  instruments  belonging  to  a  hostile  nation  or  govern- 
ment can  be  removed  without  iiviury,  the  ruler  of  the  conquering  state  or  nation  may  order  them  to  be 
inzed  and  removed  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  nation.  The  ultimate  ownership  is  to  be  settied  by  the 
ensuing  treaty  of  peace. 

In  no  case  shall  they  bo  sold  or  given  away,  if  captured  by  the  armies  of  the  United  States,  nor  shall 
thoy  ever  be  privately  appropriated,  or  wantonly  destroyed  or  ii\)ured. 

37.  The  United  States  acknowledge  and  protect,  in  hostile  countries  occupied  by  them,  religion  and 
morality;  strict!  v  private  proi>erty;  tho  persons  of  the  inhabitants,  especially  those  of  women;  and 
the  sacredness  of  domestic  relations.    Ofibnses  to  the  contrary  shall  bo  rigorously  punished. 

This  role  does  not  interfere  with  the  right  of  the  victorious  invader  to  tax  the  people  or  their  prop-

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48.  Therefore,  in  a  war  between  the  United  States  and  abelligerentirhioh  admltaof  slaTery.  if  a  per- 
son held  in  bondage  by  that  belligerent  be  captured  by  or  come  as  a  fngitive  nnder  the  protection  oftbe 
military  forces  of  the  United  States,  such  person  is  immediately  entitled  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
a  freeman.  To  return  such  person  into  slavory  would  amount  to  enslaving  a  free  person,  and  nether 
the  United  States  nor  any  otticer  under  their  authority  osn  enslave  any  human  being.    Moreover,  a 

Serson  so  made  free  by  the  law  of  war  is  under  the  shield  of  the  law  of  nations,  and  the  fbrmer  owner  or 
tate  can  have,  by  the  law  of  postliminy  no  belligerent  lien  or  claim  of  service. 

44.  All  wanton  violence  committed  against  persons  in  the  invaded  country,  all  destruction  of  prop- 
erty not  commanded  by  the  authorized  officer,  suL  robbery,  all  piUage  or  sacking,  even  after  taking  a  place 
by  main  force,  all  rape,  wounding,  maiming,  or  killing  of  such  inhabitants,  are  prohibited  under  the 
penaltv  of  death,  or  such  other  severe  punishment  as  may  seem  adequate  for  the  gravity  of  the  offionse. 

A  soldier,  officer  or  private,  in  the  act  of  committing  such  violence,  and  disobeying  a  superior  order- 
ing him  to  abstain  from  it,  may  be  lawfully  killed  on  the  spot  by  such  superior. 

45.  All  captures  and  booty  belong,  according  to  the  modem  law  of  war,  primarily  to  the  government 
of  the  captor. 

Prixe-money,  whether  on  sea  or  land,  can  now  only  be  claimed  under  local  law. 

46.  Neither  officers  nor  soldiers  are  allowed  to  make  use  of  their  position  or  power  in  the  hostile 
country  for  private  gain,  not  oven  for  commercial  transactions  otherwise  legitimate.  OfRpnses  to  the 
contrary  committed  by  commissioned  officers  will  be  punished  with  cashiering  or  such  other  punish- 
ment aa  the  nature  of  the  oflEense  may  require ;  if  by  soldiers,  they  shall  be  pojiished  according  to  the 
nature  of  the  offense. 

47.  Crimes  punishable  by  all  penal  codes,  such  as  arson,  murder,  maiming,  assaults,  highway  robbery, 
theft,  burglarv,  fraud,  forgery,  and  rape,  if  committed  by  an  American  soldier  in  a  hostiio  country 
against  its  inhabitants,  are  not  only  punishable  as  at  home,  but  in  all  oases  in  which  death  is  nro 
inflicted  the  sev^^r  punishment  shall  oe  preferred. 

Sscnoir  TLL—Detertert—Pritaneri  of  War—Wottagu—Booty  on  th»  batUe-JUld, 

48.  Deserters  fh>m  the  American  Army,  having  entered  the  service  of  the  enemy,  suffer  death  if  they 
&11  a«ain  into  the  hands  of  the  United  States,  whether  by  capture,  or  being  delivered  up  to  the  Ameri- 
can Army ;  and  if  a  deserter  from  the  enemy,  having  taken  service  in  the  Army  of  the  United  States,  is 
captured  by  the  enemy,  and  punished  by  them  with  death  or  otherwise,  it  is  not  a  breach  against  the 
law  and  usages  of  war,  requiring  redress  or  retaliation. 

49.  A  prisoner  of  war  is  a  public  enemy  armed  or  attached  to  the  hostile  army  for  active  aid,  who  has 
fidlen  into  the  hands  of  the  captor,  either  fighting  or  wounded,  on  the  field  or  in  the  hospital,  by  indi- 
vidual surrender  or  by  capitulation. 

All  soldiers,  of  whatever  species  of  arms ;  all  men  who  belong  to  the  rising  on  m<u$e  of  the  hostile 
country;  all  those  who  are  attached  to  the  army  for  its  efficiency  and  promote  directly  the  object  of 
the  war,  except  such  as  are  hereinafter  provided  for  i  all  disabled  men  or  officers  on  the  field  or  else- 
where, if  captured;  all  enemies  who  have  thrown  away  their  arms  and  ask  for  quarter,  are  prisoners 
of  war,  and  as  such  exposed  to  the  inconvenienoes  as  well  as  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  a  prisoner  of 
war. 

50.  Moreover,  citizens  who  accompany  an  frmy,  for  whatever  purpose,  such  as  sutlers,  editors,  or 
reporters  of  Journals,  or  contractors,  if  captured,  may  be  made  prisoners  of  war,  and  be  detained  as 
such. 

The  monarch  and  members  of  the  hostile  reigning  family,  male  or  female,  the  chief,  and  chief  officers 
of  tho  hostile  government,  its  diplomatic  agents,  and  all  persons  who  are  of  particular  and  singular  use 
and  benefit  to  the  hostiio  army  or  its  government,  are,  if  captured  on  belligerent  ground,  and  if  unpro- 
vided with  a  safe-conduct  granted  by  the  captor's  government,  prisoners  of  war. 

51.  If  the  people  of  that  portion  or  an  invaded  country  which  is  not  yet  occupied  by  the  enemy,  or  of 
the  whole  country,  at  the  approach  of  a  hostiio  army,  rise,  under  a  duly  authorized  levy,  en  maue  to 
resist  the  invader,  they  are  now  treated  as  public  enemies,  and  if  captured,  are  prisoners  of  war. 

52.  No  belligerent  has  the  right  to  declare  that  ha  will  treat  every  captured  man  in  arms  of  a  levy  en 
maoMO  as  a  brigand  or  bandit. 

If,  however,  the  people  of  a  country,  or  any  portion  of  the  same,  already  occupied  by  an  army,  rise 
against  it,  they  are  violators  of  the  laws  of  war,  and  are  not  entitled  to  their  protection. 

53.  The  enemy's  chaplains,  officers  of  the  medical  staff,  apothecaries,  hospital  nurses  and  servants, 
if  they  fkll  into  the  hands  of  the  American  Army,  are  not  prisoners  of  war,  unless  the  commander  has 
reasons  to  retain  them.  In  this  latter  case,  or  i^  at  their  own  desire,  they  are  allowed  to  remain  with 
their  captured  companions,  they  are  treated  as  prisoners  of  war,  and  may  be  exchanged  if  the  com- 
mander sees  fit. 

54.  A  hostage  is  a  person  accepted  as  a  pledge  for  the  fulfilment  of  an  agreement  concluded  between 
beUigerents  during  tne  war,  or  in  consequence  of  a  war.    Hostages  are  rare  in  the  present  age. 

55.  If  a  hostage  is  accepted,  he  Is  treated  like  a  prisoner  of  war,  according  to  rank  and  condition,  as 
circumstances  may  adml^ 

56.  A  prisoner  of  war  is  subject  to  no  punishment  for  being  a  public  enemy,  nor  is  any  rerenge 
wreakedf  upon  him  by  the  intentional  infliction  of  any  suflbring,  or  disgrace,  by  cruel  imprisonment, 
want  of  food,  by  mutilation,  death,  or  any  other  barbarity. 

57.  So  soon  as  a  man  is  armed  bv  a  sovereign  government,  and  takes  the  soldier's  oath  of  fidelity,  he 
is  a  belligerent;  his  killing,  wounding,  or  other  warlike  acts,  are  no  individual  crimes  or  offenses.  No 
belligerent  has  a  right  to  declare  that  enemies  of  a  certain  class,  color,  or  condition,  when  properly 
organized  as  soldiers,  will  not  be  treated  by  him  as  public  enemies. 

58.  The  law  of  nations  knows  of  no  distinction  of  color,  and  if  an  enemy  of  the  United  States  should 
enslave  and  sell  any  captured  persons  of  their  army,  it  would  be  a  case  for  the  severest  retaliation,  if 
not  redressed  nron  complaint.  -      ,, 

The  United  States  cannot  retaliate  by  enslavement ;  therefore  death  must  be  the  retaliation  for  this 

crime  against  the  law  of  nations. 
19.  A  prisoner  of  war  remains  answerable  for  his  crimes  committed  against  the  captor  s  army  or 

people,  committed  before  he  was  captured,  and  for  which  he  has  not  been  punished  by  bis  own  author- 
All  prisoners  of  war  are  liable  to  the  infliction  of  retaliatory  measures. 

60.  it.  is  asrainst  the  usage  of  modem  war  to  resolve,  iu  hatred  and  revenge,  to  give  no  quarter.  No 
body  of  troops  has  tho  right  to  declare  that  it  will  not  give,  and  therefore  will  not  expect,  quarter ;  but 
a  comm.'inder  is  permittCMl  to  direct  his  troops  to  give  no  quarter,  in  great  straits,  when  his  own  salva- 
tion makes  it  impambU  to  cumber  himself  with  prisoners. 

61.  Troops  that  give  no  quarter  have  no  right  to  kill  enemies  already  disabled  on  the  ground,  or 
prisoners  captured  bv  other  troops. 

6U.  All  troops  of  the  enemy  known  or  discovered  to  give  no  quarter  in  general,  or  to  any  portion  of 
the  army,  receive  none. 
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*  f3L  Troops  who  fight  in  the  anlforni  of  their  enemies,  without  any  plain,  striking,  and  nniform  mark 
of  diatinctiQO  of  their  own,  can  expeet  no  quarter. 

*  M.  If  American  troops  capture  a  train  containing  uniforms  of  the  enemy,  and  the  commander  con* 
aiden  it  adrisable  to  distribute  them  for  use  among  his  meu,  some  striking  mark  or  sign  must  be 
adopted  to  distinguish  the  American  soldier  fh>m  the  enemy. 

«L  The  uae  of  the  enemy's  national  standard,  flag,  or  other  emblem  of  nationality,  for  the  purpose  of 
dMeiving  the  enemy  in  battle,  is  an  act  of  perfidy  by  which  they  lose  all  claim  to  the  protection  of  the 
hfcws  of  war. 

tt.  Quarter  having  been  given  to  an  enemy  by  American  troops,- under  a  misapprehension  of  his  true 
character,  he  may,  nevertheless,  be  ordered  to  suffer  death  if,  within  three  days  after  the  battle,  it  be 
discovered  that  he  belongs  to  a  corps  which  elves  no  quarter. 

67.  The  law  of  nations  allows  every  sovereum  government  to  make  war  upon  another  sovereign  state, 
and,  therefore,  admits  of  no  rules  or  laws  different  fi-om  those  of  regular  warfare,  regarding  too  treat- 
ment of  prisoners  of  war,  although  they  may  belong  to  the  army  of  a  government  which  the  captor  may 
consider  as  a  wanton  and  nxvjost  assailant. 

6S.  Modem  wars  are  not  intemechie  wars^  in  which  the  killing  of  the  enemy  is  the  olijeot  The 
destruction  of  the  enemy  in  modem  war,  and,  mdoed,  modem  war  itself,  are  means  to  obtain  that  object 
of  the  beUigerent  which  lies  beyond  the  war. 

Unnecessary  or  revengeful  destruction  of  life  is  not  lawful. 

68.  Ontposta,  sentinels,  or  pickets  are  not  to  be  fired  upon,  except  to  drive  them  in,  or  when  a  positive 
OTder,  special  or  general,  has  been  issued  to  that  effect 

70.  The  use  of  poison  in  any  manner,  be  it  to  poison  wells,  or  food,  or  arms,  is  wholly  excluded  from 
modem  warfare .    He  that  usm  it  puts  hhnself  out  of  tho  pale  of  the  law  and  usages  of  war. 

71.  Whoever  intentionally  inflicts  additional  wounds  on  an  enemy  alrcndy  wholly  (ll8al)lcd,  or  kills 
soch  an  enemy,  or  wh,o  orders  or  encourages  soldiers  to  do  so,  shuill  suffer  death,  if  duly  convicted, 
whether  ho  belongs  to  the  Army  of  the  United  States,  or  is  au  enemy  captured  after  having  committed 
his  misdeed. 

72.  Money  and  other  valuables  on  the  i>erson  of  a  prisoner,  such  as  watches  or  jewelry,  as  well  as 
extra  cloUimg,  are  regarded  by  the  American  Army  as  tho  private  propory  of  tho  nrisonor,  and  the 
appropijatiQii  of  such  valuables  or  money  is  considered  dishonorablo,  and  is  prohibiu^d. 

aererthcleas.  M large  sums  are  found  upon  the  pi;rsons  of  prisoners,  or  in  tlieir  possession,  they  shall 
be  taken  ttom  them,  and  the  surplus,  after  providing  for  thoir  own  support,  nppiopriated  for  tho  use 
of  the  army,  under  the  directi<m  of  the  commander,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  tho  government.  Nor 
euk  prisoners  claim,  as  private  property,  large  sums  found  and  capturecl  in  their  traiu,  ullhough  they 
had  oeen  placed  in  the  private  luggage  of  the  prisoners. 

73.  All  officers,  when  captured,  must  surrender  their  side-arms  to  tho  captor.  They  may  be  restored 
to  the  prisoner  in  marked  cases,  by  the  commander,  to  signaliro  admirat  ion  of  his  dist  in;^ut8n«d  bravery, 
or  approbation  of  his  humane  treatment  of  prisoners  before  his  capture.  Tho  captured  oOiccr  to  whom 
thev  may  be  restored  cannot  wear  them  during  captivity. 

74.  A  prisoner  of  war.  being  a  public  enemy,  is  the  prisoner  of  tho  government,  and  not  of  tho  captor. 
Xo  ransom  can  be  paid  by  a  prisoner  of  war  to  his  individual  captor,  or  to  any  officer  in  command. 
The  government  alone  releases  captives,  according  to  rules  prescribed  by  itsclfl 

75.  Prisoners  of  war  are  sul^ect  to  confinement  or  imprisonment  such  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  on 
account  of  safety,  but  they  are  to  be  sul^eoted  to  no  otlier  intentional  sufferiu;;  or  indignity.  The  con- 
finement and  mode  of  treaXing  a  prisoner  may  be  varied  during  his  captivity  according  to  tho  demands 
of  safety. 

76.  Prisoners  of  war  shsll  be  fed  ui>on  plain  and  wholesome  food,  whenever  practicable,  and  treated 
with  hnmanity. 

They  may  be  required  to  work  for  the  benefit  of  the  captor's  government,  according  to  their  rank  and 
condition. 

77.  A  prisoner  of  war  who  escapes  may  be  shot,  or  otherwise  killed  in  his  flight ;  but  neither  death 
nior  any  other  punishment  shall  be  inflicted  upon  him  simply  for  his  attempt  to  escape,  which  tho  law 
of  war  does  not  consider  a  crime.  Stricter  means  of  security  shall  be  used  after  an  unsuccessful  attempt 
at  escape. 

If;  however,  a  conspiracy  is  discovered,  the  purpose  of  which  is  a  united  or  general  escape,  the  con- 
spirators may  be  rigorously  punished,  even  with  death ;  and  capital  punishment  may  also  be  inflicted 
upon  prisoners  of  war  discovered  to  have  plotted  rebellion  against  the  authorities  of  the  captors, 
whether  in  union  with  fellow-prisoners  or  otner  persons. 

78.  If  prisoners  of  war,  having  given  no  pledze  nor  made  any  promise  on  their  honor,  forcibly  or 
otherwise  escape,  and  are  captured  a^ndn  in  battle,  after  hdving  r^oined  thoir  own  army,  they  shall 
not  be  punished  for  their  escape,  but  uiall  be  treated  as  simple  prisoners  of  war,  although  they  will  be 
snl^iected  to  stricter  conflnement 

TS.  Every  captured  wounded  enemy  shall  be  medically  treated,  according  to  the  ability  of  the  medical 


80.  Honorable  men,  when  captured,  will  abstain  from  giving  to  tho  enemy  information  concerning 
their  own  army,  and  the  modem  law  of  war  permits  no  longer  the  use  of  any  violence  against  prisoners, 
in  order  to  extort  the  desired  information,  or  to  punish  them  for  having  given  false  information.

iU  FaitiSdni  are  noldiora  acmr^d  and  wejiring  tbo  uniform  of  their  army,  but  belonging  to  a  corps 
which  aeta  dctaelic«l  fnim  tli**  main  iMnly  fcir  tb*5  piuTtirfto  of  making  inroads  into  tho  territory  occupied 
by  the  enoiBy.    If  fc*|ituiT«i:i,  t!icf  atp  eotitU'il  to  sill  tho  privileges  of  the  prisoner  of  war. 

WL  Mem,  *rr  fl/inailu  ofiupn^  who  coTuiiiit  hostSlitii  «,  whether  by  fighting,  or  inroads  for  destraction  or 
pload^t  or  Ijy  ratdB  of  any  khic^  Tfithmit  ccFtDinir^Hion.  without  being  part  and  iwrtion  of  the  organized 
Dnad^anny,  Tind  witfanut  shj,Lritifr  coutEniJuusly  hi  ihv  war,  but  who  do  so  with  intermitting  returns  to 
tbdr  boivcyi  imtl  avocations  or  w  iih  thv  occa-Hionul  Jiftflumption  of  tho  semblance  of  peacetnl  pursuits, 
dfr^i^iCtDg  tbf!nisc]irc;n  of  the  chnnK^tfrr  or  Jippeamncf^  of  soldiers — such  men,  or  squads  of  men,  are  not 
public  fMiff mil' N4,  and  tlKTKfon*,  if  captun^fl,  aru  not  {.ntitled  to  the  privileges  of  prisoners  of  war,  but 
BtaaU  hf'  trfjJlMl  ftummarnv  as  bijcliway  robbers  or  |iir,ite«. 

sa,  ScHTit't  or  fllBKlt'  HoUllcTTR,  if  diagijiaHl  In  ibt*  iWvm  of  the  countnr,  or  in  the  uniform  of  the  army 
hostile:  to  their  own,  rtmplojcid  in  obiiilniui;  iurormntion.  if  found  within  or  lurking  about  the  lines  of 
the  eaptor^  nro  ttt^titl  u«  spies,  and  nnif^T  ilp.'^rh, 

84.  iLrm^t  pTOwlersi.  by  whatt^vrr  ujiiuch  Uict  Tnay  bo  called,  or.  persons  of  the  enemy's  territory, 
whn  ftaaJ  wUhin  tno  lines  of  tbe  lio^tiL^  nrmy.  for'th«  purpose  of  robbing,  killing,  or  of  destroying 
brfdgie*.  raui^  or  canals,  or  of  robblug  or  dofth^ying  the  mail,  or  of  cutting  the  tdegraph  wires,  aie 
not  tB^tled  to  the  priTOegea  of  the  prisoner  of  war. 
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85.  War-rebels  are  persons  within  an  occnpied  territory  who  rise  in  arms  against  the  oocnpying  or 
conquering  army,  or  against  the  authorities  established  by  the  same.  If  captured,  they  may  sufer 
death,  whether  they  rise  singly,  m  small  or  large  bands,  and  whether  called  upon  to  do  so  by  their 
own,  but  expelle<l,  government  or  not.  They  are  not  prisoners  of  war ;  nor  are  tney  if  disoovexed  and 
secured  before  their  conspiracy  has  matured  to  an  actual  rising,  or  to  aimed  violence. 

SBcnoir  T.---8(^fe-«>fuitici-~8pie§-~W€ur-traitori---Oapt!ttr€d  inei$eng»n—Abu$e  qf  Vufiag  af  trvM, 

86.  All  intercourse  between  the  tbrritories  occnpied  by  beUigerent  armies,  whether  by  trafBlc,  by 
letter,  by  travel,  or  in  any  other  way,  ceases.  This  is  the  generu  rule,  to  be  observed  without  special 
proclamation. 

Exceptions  to  this  rule,  whether  by  safe-conduct,  or  permission  to  trade  on  a  small  or  large  scale,  or 
by  exchanging  mails,  or  by  travel  fh>m  one  territory  into  the  other,  can  take  place  only  according  to 
agreement  approved  by  the  government,  or  by  the  highest  military  authority. 

Contraventions  of  this  rule  are  highly  punishable. 

87.  Ambassadors,  and  all  other  diplomatic  agents  of  neutral  powers,  accredited  to  the  enemy,  may 
receive  safe-conducu  through  the  territories  occupied  by  the  belligerents,  unless  there  are  military 
reasons  to  the  contiary,  and  unless  they  may  reach  the  place  of  their  destination  conveniently  by 
andther  route.  It  implies  no  intemational  affront  if  the  safe-conduct  is  declined.  Such  passes  are 
usually  given  by  the  supreme  authority  of  the  state,  and  not  by  subordinate  officers. 

88.  A  spy  is  a  person  who  secretly,  in  disguise  or  under  fklse  pretence,  seeks  information  with  tho 
intention  of  communicating  it  to  the  enemy. 

The  spy  is  punishable  with  death  by  hanging  by  the  neck,  whether  or  not  he  succeed  in  obtaining 
the  inrormation  or  in  conveying  Ifc  to  ihe  enemy. 

89.  If  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  obtains  information  in  a  legitimate  manner,  and  betrays  it  to  the 
enemy,  be  he  a  military  or  civil  officer,  or  a  private  citizen,  he  shall  suffer  death. 

90.  A  traitor  under  the  law  of  war,  or  a  war-traitor,  is  a  person  in  a  place  or  district  under  martial  law 
who,  unauthorized  by  the  military  commander,  gives  information  of  any  kind  to  the  enemy,  or  hcdda 
intercourse  with  him. 

91.  The  war-traitor  is  always  severely  punished.  If  his  offense  consists  in  betraying  to  the  enemy 
anything  concerning  the  condition,  safety,  operations  or  plans  of  the  troops  holding  or  occupying  the 
place  or  district,  his  punishment  is  death. 

92.  If  the  citizen  or  subject  of  a  country  or  place  invaded  or  conquered  gives  information  to  his  own 
government,  from  which  he  is  separated' by  the  hostile  army,  or  to  the  army  of  his  government,  he  is 
a  war-traitor,  and  death  is  the  penalty  of  his  offense. 

93.  All  armies  in  the  field  stand  in  need  of  guides,  and  Impress  them  if  they  cannot  obtain  them 
otherwise. 

91.  No  person  having  been  forced  by  the  enemy  to  serve  as  guide  is  punishable  for  having  done  so. 
93.  If  a  citizen  of  a  hostile  and  invaded  district  voluntarily  serves  as  a  guile  to  the  enemy,  or  ofiers 
to  do  so,  he  is  deemed  a  war-traitor,  and  shall  suffer  death. 

96.  A  citizen  serving  voluntarily  as  a  g^lde  against  his  own  country  commits  treason,  and  will  be 
dealt  with  according  to  the  law  of  his  country. 

97.  Guides,  when  it  is  clearly  proved  that  they  have  misled  intentionally,  may  be  put  to  death. 

9&  All  unauthorized  or  secret  communication  with  the  enemy  is  consiaered  treasonable  by  the  law 
of  war. 

Foreign  residents  in  an  invaded  or  occupied  territory,  or  foreign  visitors  in  the  same,  can  clahn  no 
immunity  firom  this  law.  They  may  communicate  with  foreign  parts,  or  with  the  inhabitants  of  the 
hostile  country,  so  far  a^  the  military  authority  permits,  but  no  further.  Instant  expulsion  from  tho 
occupied  territory  would  be  tho  very  least  punishment  for  the  infraction  of  this  rule. 

99.  A  me»Mnger  carrying  written  dispatches  or  verbal  messages  from  one  portion  of  the  army,  or 
from  a  besieged  place,  to  another  portion  of  the  same  army,  or  its  government,  if  armed,  and4n  the 
uniform  of  his  army,  and  if  captured  while  doing  so,  in  the  territory  occupied  by  the  enemy,  is  treated 
by  the  captor  as  a  prisoner  of  war.  If  not  in  uiuforni,  nor  a  soldier,  the  circumstances  connected  with 
his  capture  must  determine  the  disposition  that  shall  be  made  of  him. 

100.  A  messenger  or  agent  who  attempts  to  steal  through  the  territory  occupied  by  the  enemy,  to 
further,  in  any  m-inner,  the  interests  of  the  enemy,  if  captured,  is  not  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the 
prisoner  of  war,  and  may  be  dealt  with  according  to  the  circumstances  of  the  case. 

101.  Wliile  deception  in  war  is  admitted  as  a  Just  and  necessary  means  of  hostility,  and  is  consistent 
with  honorable  warfare,  the  common  law  of  war  allows  even  capital  punishment  for  clandestine  or 
treacherous  attempts  to  injure  an  enemy,  because  they  are  so  dangerous,  and  it  is  so  difficult  to  guard 
against  them. 

102.  Tho  law  of  war.  like  the  criminal  law  regarding  other  offenses,  makes  no  difference  on  account 
of  the  difference  of  sexes,  concerning  the  spy,  the  war-traitor,  or  the  war-rebel. 

103.  Spies,  war-traitors,  and  war-rebels  are  not  exchanged  according  to  the  common  law  of  war.  Tho 
exchange  of  such  persons  would  require  a  special  cartel,  authorized  by  the  government,  or,  at  a  great 
distance  from  it,  bv  the  chief  commander  of  tho  army  in  the  field. 

104.  A  successful  spy  or  war-traitor,  safely  returned  to  his  own  army,  and  afterwards  captured  as  an 
enemy,  is  not  subject  to  punishment  for  his  acts  as  a  spy  or  war- traitor,  but  he  may  be  held  in  dosor 
custody  as  a  person  indlTOually  dangerous. 

SECnoN  YL— 'Exchange  qfpritonerg-^Flagt  cf  (ruee—Flagi  qf  protection, 

105.  Exchanges  of  prisoners  take  place— number  for  numbeiv-nmk  forrank— wounded  for  wounded— 
with  added  condition  for  added  condition— such,  for  instance,  as  not  to  servo  for  a  certidn  period. 

106.  In  exchanging  prisoners  of  war,  such  numbers  of  persons  of  inferior  rank  may  be  substituted  as 
an  equivalant  for  one  of  superior  rank  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  cartel,  which  requlros  the  sanction  of 
the  government,  or  of  the  commander  of  the  army  in  the  field. 

107.  A  prisoner  of  war  is  in  honor  bound  truly  £o  state  to  the  captor  his  rank ;  and  he  is  not  to  assume 
a  lower  rank  than  belongs  to  him,  in  order  to  cause  a  more  advantageous  exchange ;  nor  a  higher  ranic, 
for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  better  treatment. 

Offenses  to  the  contrary  have  been  Justly  punished  by  the  commanders  of  released  prisoners,  and  may 
be  good  cause  for  refusing  to  release  such  prisoners. 

108.  The  surplus  number  of  prisoners  of  war  remaining  after  an  exchange  has  taken  place  is  Bome> 
times  released  either  for  the  payment  of  a  stipulated  sum  of  money,  or,  in  urgent  cases,  of  provision, 
dothing,  or  other  necessaries. 

Such  arrangement,  however,  requires  the  sanction  of  the  highest  authority. 

109.  Tlie  exchange  of  prisoners  of  war  is  an  act  of  convenience  to  both  beliigerentt.   If  no  gencml 
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cartel  has  been  concladed,  it  cannot  be  demanded  by  either  of  them.  No  belligerent  is  obliged  to 
exchange  prisoners  of  war. 

A  cartel  is  voidable  so  soon  as  either  party  has  violated  it. 

110.  Xo  exchange  of  prisoners  shall  be  made  except  after  complete  capture,  and  after  an  accniate 
account  of  them,  and  a  list  of  the  captured  officers  has  been  taken. 

IIL  The  bearer  of  a  flag  of  trace  cannot  insist  upon  being  admitted.  He  must  always  be  admitted 
with  great  caution.    Unnecessary  fluency  is  carefully  to  bo  avoided. 

112.  If  the  bearer  of  a  flag  of  truce  offer  h'imself  during  an  eneagement.  he  can  be  admitted  as  a  very 
rare  exception  only.  It  is  no  breach  of  good  faith  to  retain  such  a  flag  of  truce,  if  admitted  during  the 
engagement.    Finng  is  not  reouired  to  cease  on  the  appearance  of  a  flag  of  truce  in  battle. 

113.  If  the  bearer  of  a  flag  of  truce,  presenting  himself  during  an  engagement,  is  killed  or  wounded,  it 
fiimialMs  no  ground  of  complaint  whatever. 

114.  If  it  be  discovered,  and  fairly  proved,  that  a  flag  of  truce  has  been  abused  for  surreptitiously 
obtaining  military  knowledge,  the  bearer  of  the  flag  thus  abusing  his  sacred  character  is  deemed  a  spy. 

So  sacred  is  the  character  of  a  flag  of  truce,  and  so  necessary  is  its  sacredness,  that  while  its  abuse  is 
SB  especially  heinous  ofiense,  great  caution  is  requisite,  od  the  other  hand,  in  convicting  the  bearer  of 
aflac  of  trac«  as  a  spy. 

US.  It  is  customary  to  designate  by  certain  flass  (usually  yellow)  the  hospitals  in  places  which  are 
abeDed,  so  that  the  besieging  enemy  may  avoid  ming  on  toem.  The  same  nas  been  done  in  battles, 
when  hospitals  are  situated  within  the  field  of  the  engagement. 

lie.  Honorable  belligerents  often  request  that  the  hospitals  within  the  territory  of  the  enemy  may  be 
JMJgnstrd.  so  that  they  may  be  spared. 

An  booorable  belligerent  alh>ws  himself  to  be  iruided  by  flags  or  signals  of  protection  as  much  as  the 
eontbieencies  and  the  necessities  of  the  fight  will  permit. 

117.  It  is  Jnstlr  considered  an  act  of  bad  fiiith,  of  infamy  or  flendishness,  to  deceive  the  enemy  by  flags 
flf  protection,    bach  act  of  bad  foith  may  be  good  cause  for  refusing  to  respect  such  flags. 

118.  The  besieetng  belligerent  has  sometimes  requested  the  besieged  to  designate  the  buildings  con- 
taining collections  ^  works  of  art,  scientific  museums,  astronomical  observatorfos,  or  precious  libraries, 
m  that  their  destruction  may  be  avoided  as  much  as  possible. 

SlCTio!l  YU.— The  parole. 

119.  Prisoners  of  war  may  be  released  firom  captivity  by  exchxmge,  and,  under  certain  circumstances, 
also  byparole. 

120.  The  term  parole  designates  the  pledge  of  individnal  good  faith  and  honor  to  do,  or  to  omit  doing, 
~««tain  acts  after  he  who  gives  his  parole  shall  have  been  dUmissed,  wholly  or  partially,  fh>m  the  power 


«f  tbe^Eptor. 

121.  The  pledge  of  the  parole  is  always  an  individual,  but  not  a  prhrate,  act. 

122.  The  parole  appliea  chiefly  to  prisoners  of  war  whom  the  captor  allows  to  return  to  their  country, 
or  to  live  in  greater  needom  within  the  captor's  country  or  territory,  on  conditions  stated  in  the  parole. 

128.  Release  of  prisoners  of  war  by  exchange  is  the  general  mle ;  release  by  parole  is  the  exception. 
12ft.  Breaking  ttie  parole  is  punished  with  death  when  the  person  breaking  the  parole  is  captured 


Accurate  lists,  therefore,  of  the  paroled  persons  must  be  kept  by  the  belligerents. 

125.  When  paroles  are  given  ana  received  there  must  be  an  exchange  of  two  written  documents,  in 
wliich  the  name  and  rank  of  the  paroled  individuals  are  accurately  and  truthfully  stated. 

128.  Commissioned  officers  only  are  allowed  to  give  their  parole,  and  they  can  give  it  only  with  the 
permiaaion  of  their  superior,  as  long  as  a  superior  in  rank  is  within  reach. 

127.  No  non-commissioned  officer  or  private  can  give  his  parole  except  through  an  officer.  Individual 
parole  not  given  through  an  officer  are  not  only  void,  but  subject  the  individuals  giving  them  to  the 
pvniahment  of  death  as  deserters.  The  only  admissible  exception  is  where  individuals,  properly  sep- 
anted  from  their  commands,  have  suffered  long  confinement  without  the  possibility  of  being  paroled 
titroagh  an  officer. 

128.  So  paroling  on  the  battle-fleld ;  no  paroling  of  entire  bodies  of  troops  after  a  battle ;  and  no  dis- 
miasal  of  large  numbers  of  prisoners,  with  a  general  declaration  that  thoy  are  paroled,  is  permitted,  or 
of  any  value. 

129.  In  capitulations  for  the  surrender  of  strong  places  or  fortifled  camps,  the  commanding  officer,  in 
cases  of  urgent  necessity,  may  agree  that  the  troops  under  his  command  soall  not  flght  again  during  the 
war,  nnless  exchanged. 

180.  The  usual  pledge  given  in  the  parole  is  not  to  serve  during  the  existing  war.  unless  exchanged. 

This  pledge  refers  cmly  to  the  active  service  in  the  field,  against  the  paruliug  belligerent  or  his  allies 
actively  eiy^ged  in  the  same  war.  These  cases  of  breaking  the  parole  are  patent  acts,  and  con  be 
visited  with  the  punishment  of  death ;  but  the  pledge  does  not  refer  to  internal  service,  such  as  reeruit- 
iog  or  drilling  the  recruits,  fortifying  places  not  besieged,  quelline  civil  commotions,  fighting  against 
belligerents  unconnected  with  the  paroling  belligerent^  or  to  civilor  diplomatic  service  for  which  the 
pw^d  officer  may  be  employed. 

13k  If  the  government  does  not  approve  of  the  parole,  the  paroled  officer  must  return  into  captivity, 
and  should  the  enemy  refuse  to  receive  him,  he  is  free  of  his  parole. 

132.  A  belligerent  government  mav  declare,  by  a  general  order,  whether  it  will  allow  paroling,  and 
CD  what  conditions  it  will  allow  it.    such  order  is  communicated  to  the  encmVi 

133.  No  prisouer  of  war  can  be  forced  by  the  hostile  government  to  parole  hunself^  and  no  government 
Is  obliged  to  parole  prisoners  of  war,  or  to  parole  all  captured  officers,  if  it  paroles  any.  As  the  pledg- 
ing ofthc  parole  is  an  individual  act,  so  is  paroling,  on  the  other  hand,  an  act  of  choice  on  the  part 
of  the  belligerent. 

134.  The  commander  of  an  occupying  army  may  require  of  the  civil  officers  of  the  enemy,  and  of  its 
citizeBs,  any  pledge  he  may  consider  necessary  for  the  safety  or  security  of  his  army,  and  upon  their 
failure  to  give  it  he  may  arrest,  confine,  or  detain  them. 

^    Sicnoic  TETL— Armittics— Capifttlah'on. 

135.  An  armistice  is  the  cessation  of  active  hostilities  for  a  period  agreed  upon  between  belligerents. 
It  most  be  agreed  upon  in  writing,  and  duly  ratified  by  the  highest  authorities  of  the  contending 
partiea. 

136.  If  an  armistice  be  declared,  without  conditions,  it  extends  no  further  than  to  require  a  total  oe8> 
•ation  of  hostilities  along  the  f^nt  of  both  belligerents. 

If  conditions  be  agreed  upon,  they  should  be  clearly  expressed,  and  must  be  rigidly  adhered  to  by 
both  parties.  If  either  party  violates  any  express  condition,  the  armistice  may  be  declared  null  and 
void  By  the  other. 

9  AS 
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137.  An  annistice  may  be  general,  and  ralid  for  all  points  and  lines  of  the  belligerents ;  or  special, 
that  is,  referring  to  cerUdn  troops  or  certain  localities  only. 

An  armistice  may  be  conclaued  for  a  definite  time ;  or  for  an  indefinite  time,  daring  which  either 
belligerent  may  resume  hostilities  on  giving  the  notice  agreed  upon  to  the  other. 

138.  The  motives  which  induce  the  one  or  the  other  belligerent  to  conclude  an  armistice,  whether  it 
be  expected  to  be  preliminarv  to  a  treaty  of  peace,  or  to  prepare  daring  the  urmistioe  for  a  more  vigor- 
ous prosecution  oithe  war,  does  in  no  way  affect  the  character  of  the  armistice  itself. 

139.  An  armistice  is  binding  upon  the  belligerents  fhmi  the  day  of  the  i^reed  commencement ;  bat 
the  officers  of  the  armies  are  responsible  from  the  day  only  when  tney  receive  official  inft^mation  of  ita 
existence. 

140.  Commanding  officers  have  the  risht  to  conolade  annistioes  binding  on  the  district  over  which 
their  command  extends,  but  sach  armistice  is  sul^ect  to  the  ratification  of  the  superior  aathority,  and 
ceases  so  soon  as  it  is  made  known  to  the  enemy  that  the  annistice  is  not  ratified,  even  if  a  certain  time 
for  the  elapshkg  between  giving  notice  of  cessation  and  the  resumption  of  hostilities  should  have  been 
stipolated  for. 

141.  It  Is  inoombent  upon  the  contracting  patties  of  an  armistice  to  stipulate  what  inteicoatse  of  per- 
sons or  traffic  between  the  inhabitants  of  the  territories  occupied  by  the  nostile  azmies  shall  be  allowed, 
if  any. 

If  nothing  is  stipalsted,  the  intercourse  remains  sospended,  as  daring  actaal  hostilities. 

142.  An  armistice  is  not  a  partial  or  a  temporary  peace ;  it  is  only  the  suspension  of  military  opera- 
tions to  the  extent  aneed  upon  by  the  parties. 

143.  When  an  armistice  is  concluded  between  a  fortified  place  and  the  army  besieging  it,  it  is  mgned 
by  all  the  anthorities  on  this  subject  that  the  besieger  most  cease  all  extenswn,  periecuon,  or  advance 
-of  his  attacking  works  as  much  so  as  from  attacks  by  main  force. 

But  as  there  iB  a  difference  of  opinion  among  martial  Jurists,  whether  the  besieged  have  the  right  to 
repair  breaches  or  to  erect  new  works  of  defense  within  the  place  daring  an  armisace,  this  point  skould 
be  determined  by  express  agreement  between  the  parties. 

144.  So  soon  as  a  capitulaiion  is  signed,  the  capitulator  has  no  right  to  demolish,  destroy,  or  i^joie 
the  works,  arms,  stores,  or  ammunition,  in  his  possession,  during  the  time  which  elapses  between  the 
eigningand  the  execution  of  the  capitulifttion,  unless  otherwise  supulated  in  the  same. 

145.  When  an  annistice  is  clearly  broken  by  one  of  th^  parties,  the  other  party  is  released  from  all 
obligation  to  observe  it. 

146.  Prisoners,  taken  in  the  act  of  breaking  an  armistice,  must  be  treated  as  prisoners  of  war,  -the 
officer  alone  being  responsible  who  gives  the  order  for  such  a  violation  of  an  armistice.  The  highest 
authority  of  the  belligerent  aggrieved  may  demand  redress  for  the  infhMStion  of  an  armistioe. 

147.  BeUigerents  sometimes  conclude  an  armistice  while  their  plenipotentiaries  are  met  to  disoiiM 
the  conditions  of  a  treaty  of  peace ;  but  plenipotentiaries  may  meet  without  a  preliminary  armistioe  r 
in  the  latter  case,  the  war  is  carried  on  without  any  abatement. 

Sscnoi;  IX^—AMtunnaHon. 

14S.  The  law  of  war  does  not  allow  proclaiming  either  an  individual  belonging  to  the  hostile  army,  or 
a  citizen,  or  a  sutdect  of  the  hostile  government,  an  outlaw,  who  may  be  slain  without  trial  by  any 
captor,  any  more  than  the  modem  law  of  peace  allows  such  international  outiawry ;  on  the  contrwy,  ft 
abhors  such  outrage.  The  sternest  retaliation  should  follow  the  murder  committed  in  oonseoaeaoe 
of  such  proclamation,  made  by  whatever  authority.  Civilised  nations  look  with  horror  upon  efifers  of 
rewards  for  the  assassination  of  enemies  as  relapses  into  barbarism. 

Section  X.—Ituurrectionr^Cfivil  war-^EebeUion, 

149.  Insurrection  is  the  rising  of  people  in  arms  against  their  government,  or  a  portion  of  it,  or  against 
one  or  more  of  its  laws,  or  agsdnst  an  officer  or  officers  of  the  government.  It  may  be  confined  tq  mere 
armed  resistance,  or  It  may  have  greater  ends  in  view. 

150.  Civil  war  is  war  between  two  or  more  portions  of  a  country  or  state,  each  contending  for  the 
mastery  of  the  whole,  and  each  claiming  to  be  the  legitimate  government  The  term  is  also  sometimes 
applied  to  war  of  rebellion,  when  the  rebellious  provinces  or  portions  of  the  state  are  contigaoos  to 
those  contidning  the  seat  of  government 

151.  The  term  rebellion  is  applied  to  an  insurrection  of  large  extent,  and  is  usually  a  war  between 
the  legithnate  government  of  a  country  and  portions  or  provinces  of  the  same  who  seek  to  throw  off 
their  ulegianoe  to  it,  and  set  up  a  government  of  their  own. 

152.  TV^en  humanity  induces  the  adoption  of  the  rules  of  regular  war  toward  rebels,  whether  the 
adoption  is  partial  or  entire,  it  does  in  no  way  whatever  imply  a  partial  or  complete  acknowledgment 
of  tneir  government,  if  they  have  set  up  one.  or  of  them,  as  an  independent  or  sovereign  power. 
Keutrals  nave  no  right  to  make  the  adoption  of  the  rules  of  war  by  the  assailed  government  towards 
rebels  the  ground  of  their  own  acknowledgment  of  the  revolted  people  as  an  independent  power. 

153.  Treating  captured  rebels  as  prisoners  of  war,  exchanging  them,  concluding  of  cartels,  capitula* 
tions.  or  other  warlike  agreements  with  them ;  addressing  ofiocers  of  a  rebel  army  by  the  rank  they 
may  nave  in  the  same;  accepting  flags  of  truce;  or,  on  the  other  hand,  prodaimmg  Martial  Law  in 
their  territory,  or  levying  war-taxes  or  forced  loans,  or  doing  any  other  act  sanctioned  or  demanded  by 
the  law  and  osaees  of  public  war  between  sovereign  belligerents,  neither  proves  nor  establishes  an 
acknowledgment  of  the  rebellious  people,  or  of  the  ffoverament  which  they  may  have  erected,  as  a 
public  or  sovereign  power.  Kor  does  the  adoption  of  uie  rules  of  war  towards  rebels  imply  an  engage- 
ment with  them  extending  beyond  the  limits  of  these  rules.  It  is  victory  in  the  field  that  ends  the 
strife  and  setttes  the  fixture  relations  between  the  contending  parties. 

154.  Treating,  in  the  field,  the  rebellious  enemy  according  to  the  law  and  usages  of  war  has  never 
prevented  the  legitimate  government  from  trying  the  leaders  of  the  rebellion  or  chief  rebels  for  high 
treason,  and  from  treating  them  accordingly,  unless  they  are  induded  in  a  general  amnesty. 

155.  All  enwniee  in  regular  war  are  divided  into  two  general  classes ;  that  is  to  say,  into  combatants 
and  non-combatants,  or  unarmed  citizens  of  the  hostile  government 

The  military  commander  of  the  lesitimate  government,  in  a  war  of  rebellion,  distinguishes  between 
the  loyid  citizen  in  the  revolted  portion  of  the  coantry  and  the  disloyal  citizen.  The  disloyal  citizens 
may  further  be  dassifled  into  those  citizens  known  to  sympathize  with  the  rebellion,  without  positively 
almng  it  and  those  who,  without  taking  up  arms,  give  pontive  aid  and  comfort  to  the  rebellious  enemy, 
without  being  bodily  forced  thereto. 

150.  Common  Justice  and  plain  expediency  require  that  the  military  commander  protect  the  manifostiy 
loyal  citizens,  in  revolted  t^ritories,  against  the  hardships  of  the  war  as  much  as  the  common  misforw 
tone  of  all  war  admits. 

The  commander  will  throw  the  burden  of  the  war,  as  much  as  lies  within  his  power,  on  the  dUAoyal 
citizens  of  the  revolted  portion  or  province,  subjecting  them  to  a  stricter  police  than  the  non-combat* 
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ant  enemies  havo  to  sofier  in  regular  war ;  and  if  lie  deems  it  appropriate,  or  if  his  goyemment  demand* 
of  him  that  every  citizen  shall,  by  an  oath  of  allegiance,  or  oj  some  other  manifest  act>  declare  his 
fid^ily  to  the  legitimate  government,  he  may  expel,  transfer,  impnaon,  or  fine  the  revolted  citizens  who 
lefaae  to  pledge  themselves  anew  as  citizens  obedient  to  the  law  and  loyal  to  the  government. 

Whether  it  la  expedient  to  do  so,  and  whether  reliance  can  be  placed  upon  such  oaths,  the  commander 
or  hfe  government  nave  the  right  to  decide. 

157.  Armed  or  unarmed  resistance  by  citizens  of  the  United  States  M^alnst  the  lawful  movements  of 
their  troops  is  levying  war  against  the  United  States,  and  is  therefore  oreason.

INSPECTION  OF  TRANSPORTS.

He  will  examine  whether  the  outfit  of  tackle,  spare  spars,  ^c,  is  suffi- 
cient.; whether  there  is  an  ample  provision  of  boats,  life-buoys,  and  deck  room  enough 
for  quarters  for  officers  and  enlisted  men,  and  if  the  limit  of  the  act  of  Conness  defin- 
ing the  relation  of  tonnage  to  passengers  is  not  exceeded.  He  will  see  that  the  vessel's 
crew  is  large  enough  for  her  proper  working,  and  inquire  into  the  competency  of  the 
officers ;  that  there  are  the  proper  instruments  of  navigation,  compasses,  &c, ;  rejioit 
if  the  chronometers  have  been  rated,  and  if  there  is  a  supply  of  charts.  The  water 
tanks  and  butts  are  to  be  looked  at  to  see  if  there  is  water  enough  for  passengers  and 
crew.  He  will  specially  inspect  the  cooking  arrangements,  see  that  the  vessel  is  dean, 
and  that  the  portion  occupied  by  troops  is  dry  and  well  ventilated. 

1880*  In  order  that  the  paddles  may  be  secure  from  the  action  of  the  waves,  in  a 
side-wheel  sea-going  steamer,  the  projection  on  the  sides  under  the  guards,  (nJled  the

plies shall  be  issued  in  consequence  of  damage  that  renders  them  at  the  usual  rate  un- 
equal to  the  allowance  which  the  regulations  contemplate ;  to  verify  the  discrepancy 
between  the  invoices  and  the  actual  quantity  or  description  of  property  transferred  from 
one  officer  to. another,  and  ascertain,  as  far  as  possible,  where  and  how  the  discrepancy 
has  occurred— whether  in  the  hands  of  the  carrier  or  the  officer  making  the  tnmafer;

Any  compensation  greater  than  the  above  must  receive  the  special  approval  and 
sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  War ;  but  nothing  in  this  regulation  shall  be  construed  as 
prohibiting  the  payment  of  smaller  salaries  than  the  above  for  such  lower  grades  of 
clerkships  as  the  wants  of  the  service  may  require. 

Superintendents,  transportation  agents,  storekeepers,  inspectors,  and  all  other  em- 
ployes now  receiving  not  less  than  the  lowest  grade  herein  authorized,  will  be  rated 
for  pay  according  to  the  above  classification  by  the  officer  emploving  them,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Department  or  Division  Commander  or  Head  of  Bureau. 

The  number  and  grade  of  clerks  is  to  be  fixed  by  the  Heads  •f  the  Military  Bureaus 
in  accordance  with  the  above  classification.  This  number  and  that  of  other  employ^ 
shall  be  so  regulated  that  the  aggregate  sums  paid  monthly  shall  not  exceed  the  allot- 
ments made,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  by  the  Heads  of  Bureaua 
under  whom  the  appropriations  are  accounted  for,  and  to  the  extent  only  that  those 
allotments  will  permit.

1446*  To  save  clerical  labor,  commanders  of  geographical  departments  and  dis- 
tricts are  authorized  to  call  upon  ofllcers  under  their  orders  who  are  charged  with  the 
car©  of  public  property  or  the  disbursement  of  public  money,  for  such  copies  only  of 
accounts  and  rotums/or  abstracts  thereof,  as  may  be  necessary  to  a  complete  under- 
atanding  of  the  affairs  of  their  command.

1447*  It  is  the  duty  of  every  commanding  officer  to  enforce  a  rigid  economy  in  the. 
public  expenses,  and  to  correct  all  irregularities  and  extravagances  which  he  may 
discover ;  to  see  that  all  disbursementa  are  prudently  and  economically  made ;  that 
pnbUc  property  is  properly  cared  for,  and  not  lost  or  destroyed  through  neglect ;  to 
carefully  scnitinize  all  contracts  and  disbursement  accounts  submitted  for  his  ap- 
proval, and  to  see  that  the  public  interests  are  in  every  way  fully  protected.

AD  eomamnrcations  relative  to  advertising  and  printing  wiO  be  directed  to  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  War 
DepartmenL] 

1459.  Section  3828  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  relative  to  advertising,  is  as  follows :     /^.

And  be  it  further  enacttd.  That  no  advertisement,  notice,  or  proposal  for  any  Execntive  Department  '^  (  /^ 

of  the  Governments  or  for  any  Bareaa  thereof,  or  for  any  office  therewith  connected,  shall  be  pablished  ^  -> 

in  any  newspaper  whatever,  except  in  porsuance  of  a  written  authority  for  sach  publication  from  the 
Head  of  such  Uenartment;  and  no  bill  for  any  such  advert Ising  or  publication  shall  be  paid,  unless 
there  be  presented  with  such  bill  a  copy  of  the  written  authority  afuresaid. 

14tl  !•  The  law  requires  advertising  (section  3709,  Revised  Statutes)  for  all  pur- 
chaaes  and  contracts^or  supplies  or  services,  except  personal  services,  and  also  except 
in  cases  when  the  public  exigency  requires  immediate  delivery  or  performance.  But 
the  law  does  not  confine  advertising  solely  to  newspapers ;  invitations  to  the  public 
to  bid,  given  by  handbills  posted  in  public  places,  are  as  much  advertising  within  the 
meaning  of  the  law  as  insertion  of  notice  in  newspapers. 

t4lftS«  Advertising,  whether  in  newspapers  or  by  handbills,  contemplates  public 
notice,  and,  under  the  law,  is  to  be  followed  by  an  opening  of  bids  at  which  all  compet- 
itors have  the  right  to  be  present. 

1453.  Advertising  in  newspapers  is  to  be  used  when  there  is  sufficient  time;  but 
when  such  advertising  is  ordered  it  must  come  under  the  rules  growing  out  of  section 
3828,  Revised  Statutes.

14irft»  As  a  general  rule,  all  regular  blanks,  books,  printed  forms,  &c.,  are  exe- 
cuted at  the  (Government  Printing  Office,  at  Washington,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  officers 
to  obtain  them  bjr  requisitions  upon  the  Adjutant  Gfeneral  or  the  heads  of  their  respective 
e(»p8  when  practicable ;  but  the  commander  of  an  Army,  Department,  or  Division,  when- 
ever in  hisjudgment  it  may  be  conducive  to  the  public  interest,  may,  in  addition  to  the 
orders  printecT  under  the  provisions  of  paragraph  1883,  Army  Regulations,  order  all 
forms  of  printing  and  advertising  for  supplies  or  services,  except  advertisements  to  be 
published  in  newspapers,  which  latter  the  law  requires  shall  first  have  the  written 
authority  of  the  Secretary  of  War.  The  bills  must  first  be  presented  to  the  officer  ordering 
the  work,  who  will  cause  them  to  be  made  out  and  certified  upon  the  official  forms  in  use 
for  that  purpose,  the  certificate  to  state  the  necessity  and  propriety  of  the  work.  A 
nmple  of  the  printing  must  accompany  each  bill.  The  number  of  copies  must  also 
be  stated.  When  the  charge  is  for  book  or  pamphlet  printing  containinc'  more  than 
four  pages,  the  amount  of  matter  (number  of  thousand  ''ems'^),  number  of  '^  tokens,'' 
of  preas-work,  and  the  rate  per  thousand  ''ems''  and  per  ''token"  must  be  stated. 
Vouchers  most  show  the  place  where,  and  the  date  when,  the  work  was  executed,  and 
the  printin£[  must  be  so  described  as  to  class,  amount,  and  rates,  that  the  computations 
can  be  reaoily  reviewed  according  to  the  customary  methods  in  use  among  book  and 
job  printers.  When  the  paper  is  furnished  by  the  printer,  the  fact  must  be  stated  in 
the  voucher,  with  the  number  of  quires  or  reams  used,  and  the  price  chargjed  per  quire 
or  ream.  Unless  so  stated,  it  will  be  presumed  that  the  paper  was  furnished  by  the 
Government^  and  the  bills  audited  accordingly. 

14T4*  Bills  forprinting  done  under  the  authority  of  the  above  paragraph  mpst  be 
submitted  to  the  War  Department,  prior  to  payment,  in  the  same  manner  as  accounts 
for  newspaper  advertising. 

14TT*  Orders  authorizing  advertising  or  printing  will  not  be  construed  as  author- 
izing payment  of  the  bills  until  audited  and  approv^  according -to  these  Begulations.

Sk.  220.  The  transportation  of  troops,  munitions  of  war,  equipments,  militaiy  property  and  stores, 
ttuonghoiit  the  United  States  shall  be  under  the  immediate  control  and  sapervinon  of  the  Secretary  of 
'Wtt,  sBd  sach  agents  as  he  may  appoint.

directly  or  indirectly,  offers  or  agrees  to  give,  or  gives,  or  bestows  any  money,  projierty,  or  other  vidu- 
able  consideration  whatever,  for  the  procuring  or  aiding  to  procure  any  such  contract,  office,  or  place, 
and  every  member  of  Congress  who,  directly  or  indirectly,  takes,  receives,  or  i^rees  to  receive  any 
money,  property,  or  other  valuable  consideration  whatever  after  his  election  as  such  member,  for  hu 
attention  to,  services,  action,  vote,  or  decision  on  any  question,  matter,  cause,  or  proceeding  which  may 
then  be  pending,  or  may  by  law  or  under  the  Constitution  be  brought  before  him  m  his  official  capacity, 
or  in  his  place  as  such  member  of  Congress,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be 
imprisoned  not  more  than  two  years  and  fined  not  more  than  ten  thousand  dollars.

Sec.  8SS8.  No  advertisement,  notice,  or  proposal  for  any  Executive  Department  of  the  Government, 
or  for  any  Bureau  thereof;  or  for  any  office  therewith  connected,  shall  be  published  in  any  newspaper 
whatever,  except  In  pursuance  of  a  written  authority  for  such  publication  from  the  head  of  such 
Department;  and  no  oUl  for  any  such  advertlslnff,  or  publication,  shall  be  paid,  unless  there  be  pre- 
sented, with  such  bill,  a  copy  of  such  written  authority. 

Sec.  6503.  Every  officer  of  the  Government  who  knowingly  contracts  for  the  erection,  repair,  or 
fhmishing  of  any  publio  building,  or  for  any  nubile  Improvement,  to  pay  a  lareer  amount  than  the 
specific  sum  appropriated  for  such  purpose,  shall  bo  punished  by  Imprisonment  not  less  than  six  months 
nor  more  than  two  years,  and  shallpay  a  fine  of  two  thousand  dollars.

Sbc.  2.  That  In  all  contracts  for  material  for  any  public  Improvement,  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  give 
preference  to  American  material ;  and  all  labor  thereon  shaiil  be  performed  within  the  Jurisdiction  of 
the  United  States.

ments may  secure  lower  terms  at  special  rates  whenever  the  public  interest  requires  it.

The  affi&vit  must  be  made 
and  signed  before  an  officer  authoriied  to  administer  oaths  generally,  and  he  must  cer- 
tify that  he  administered  the  oath. 

He  must  also  famish  to  the  same  officer  or  agent  abend  executed  on  the  accompany- 
ing form  and  according  to  these  instructions,  which  will  be  furnished  to  any  officer  or 
agent  applying  therefor. 

The  affidavit  and  the  bond,  when  executed,  are  to  be  indorsed  by  the  officer  or  agent 
as  bavins  been  submitted  to  him,  and  as  being  the  proof  and  security  upon  which  he 
has  acted.  After  the  expiration  of  six  months  from  the  time  the  original  check  was 
issued,  the  officer  or  agent  will  issue  a  duplicate,  which  must  be  an  exact  transcript 
of  the  original,  especial  care  being  taken  that  the  number  and  date  correspond  with 
those  of  tne  original.  These  papers  he  will,  without  delay,  forward  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury,  who,  upon  their  receipt,  will  advise  the  office  or  bank  on  which  the  » 
check  was  drawn  that  an  application  for  a  duplicate  is  pending,  and  the  bank  or 
office  will  immediately  inform  the  Secretary  whether  a  request  has  been  made  to  stop 
payment  of  the  original,  and  whether  such  original  has  been  presented  or  paid,  and,  if 
not  paid,  a  caveat  will  be  entered,  and  payment  will  thereupon  be  stopped. 

If  the  information  obtained  is  satisfactory  to  the  proper  accounting  officer  of  the 
Treasury,  and  he  approves  of  the  issue  of  the  duplicate,  and  of  the  accompanying 
bond,  he  will  certify  such  approval  in  writing,  on  the  papers  as  well  as  on  the  dupli- 
cate check,  and  return  them  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.

4.  When  the  service  embraces  two  or  more  months,  or  parts  of  months,  but  one  fhustion 
will  be  made.  Thus,  from  September  21  to  November  25,  inclusive,  will  be  calculated 
September  21  to  October  20,  inclusive,  one  month ;  from  October  21  to  November  20, 
inclucdve,  one  month ;  from  November  21  to  25,  inclusive,  live  days — making  the  time 
allowed  two  months  and  Ave  days. 

5.  When  two  fractions  of  months  occur,  both  together  less  than  a  whole  month,  as 
from  August  21  to  September  10,  the  time  will  be  determined  t)ius :  August  21  to  30, 
mclueive  (ignoring  Slst),  ten  days ;  from  September  1  to  10,  indusive/^eu  days — ^mak- 
ing the  time  allowed  twenty  days.

forwarded,  with  note  of  his  approval  or  disapproval,  to  the  Paymaster  General,  who 
will  refer  to  the  United  States  Treasurer  for  comparison  and  return,  with  note  of 
result. 

Estimates  of  funds  by  Chief  Paymasters:  To  be  forwarded  bimonthly,  direct  to 
the  Paymaster  General. 

A  general  account  current,  accompanied  with  abstract  of  disbursements,  of  collec- 
tions, and  of  deposits,  together  with  the  vouchers  pertaining  thereto :  To  be  forwarded 
at  the  end  of  each  calendar  month  direct  to  the  Paymaster  General,  and  a  copy  of  the 
account  current  to  the  Chief  Paymaster. 

Monthly  reports  of  pay  operations :  To  be  made  by  Chief  Paymaster,  on  the  first 
day  of  every  month,  direct  to  the  Paymaster  General.  These  should  contain  lists  of 
the  Paymasters,  with  note  of  duties  performed  by  each ;  also  statement,  with  reasons, 
of  troops  unpaid  to  date  of  last  muster. 

Annual  report  of  checks  (separate  list  for  each  depository)  out'Standing  and  unpaid 
for  three  years  or  more  on  the  30th  June :  To  be  made  on* the  30th  June,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  reports  of  depositories  to  that  date  have  been  received.  If  no  such 
checks,  report  to  be  made  accordingly.  This  report  to  be  made  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury,  through  the  Paymaster  General.

discharges,  desertions,  &c.,  are  recorded. 

1§I9»  In  this  office  the  general  returns  of  the  Army  are  consolidated;  the  monthly 
ittnnis  of  regiments  and  posts  and  the  muster-rolls  of  companies  are  preserved ;  the 
inventories  of  the  eflPects  of  deceased  officers  and  soldiers  are  entered ;  and  the  annual 
returns  of  the  militia,  required  by  law  to  be  submitted  to  Congress,  are  prepared. 

I§90«  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Adjutant  General  to  furnish  transcripts  from  the  mus- 
ter-rolls and  returns  to  the  Auditors  and  Pension  Offices,  on  their  call,  to  assist  in  the 
settlement  of  claims  brought  before  them.

It  bunds  bar- 
racks, store-houses,  hospitals;  provides  wagons  and  ambulances  and  harness,  except 
for  Cavalry  and  Artillery  horses ;  builds  or  charters  ships,  steamers,  and  boats,  dockis, 
and  wharves ;  constructs  and  repairs  roads,  railways,  and  bridges ;  clears  out  obstruc- 
tions in  rivers  ami  harbors,  when  necessary  for  military  purposes ;  provides,  by  hire 
or  purchase,  pounds  for  military  encampments  and  buildings ;  pays  generally  all  ex- 
penses of  mlhtary  operations  not  by  law  expressly  assigned  to  some  other  Department ; 
and,  finally,  it  provides  and  maintains  military  cemeteries,  in  which  the  dead  of  the 
Army  are  buried.

REQUESTS  FOB  TRANSPORTATION  OP  TROOPS.

1971*  Officers  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department  wiU  issue  to  each  company  over 
whose  road  or  line  transportation  is  required  for  troops  and  officers  of  the  United  States, 
and  individuals  entitled  to  transportation  at  Government  expense  (except  as  herein- 
after provided),  a  Bequest  of  the  form  provided  by  the  Quartermaster  General  (Form 
Ko.  15),  setting  forth  the  number  of  days  for  which  the  Requests  will  be  good ;  the 
date  when  and  place  where  issued;  the  name  of  the  company  or  party  required  to 
famish  the  transportation ;  the  name  of  the  x>erson  to  be  transported,  or  in  charge  of 
the  party  to  be  transported,  and  the  number  of  persons  and  pounds  of  extra  baggage, 
if  any,  accompanying  him ;  the  company  and  regiment  to  which  the  person  named 
belongs ;  the  points  nx)m  and  to  which,  and  the  general  route  or  initial  letters  of  the 
roads  over  which  transportation  is  required,  and  the  points  of  original  departure  and 
ultimate  destination.  They  will  also  state  on  the  back  of  the  Request  by  what  au- 
thority it  is  issued,  by  giving  the  number,  date,  and  place  of  issue  of  the  order  re^nir- 
in^  transportation  to  be  furnished,  and  the  nature  of  the  journey  or  purpose  for  which 
it  IS  to  be  performed,  as  follows:  "Changing  stations,"  "Joining  recruiting  service," 
"Conducting  recruits  to  regiment  (or  station),"  "  Returning  to  station  from  conduct- 
ing recruits  to  regiment  (or  station),"  "  Returning  to  regiment  (or  station)  from  re- 
cruiting service,"  "Assigned  recruits  en  route  to  regiment  (or  station),"  "Deserter," 
"Returning  from  furlough,  proper  officer  notified,"  "  On  detached  service"  (the  nature 
of  tiie  service  to  be  stated),  ".Efi  route  to  Soldiers*  Home,"  "Discharged  soldier  en 
route  home  (or  en  route  to  a  raymaster),  indorsed  on  final  statement,^'  "Insane  soldier 
with  escort  to  Insane  Asylum,^'  "  Guard  and  prisoners,"  "Guard  and  Indian  prisoners," 
"  J5»  route  to  (or  returning  firom)  Court-Martial,"  "  En  route  to  (or  returning  EPom)  civil 
court — under  orders  without  summons,"  "Released  convict, '^  "Journey  to  procure  an 
artificial  limb — cost  to  be  refunded  from  appropriation  for  i^tificial  limbs."  "  Superin- 
tendent ofNational  Cemetery,"  "  Clerk  (or  agent)  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department,'' 
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&c. ;  and  if  the  Request  is  issued  hj  virtue  of  any  contract,  that  fact  will  be  stated 
and  the  contract  designated. — IG,  0,  107,  1874.] 

1973*  These  Requests  should  be  properly  receipted  by  the  party  named  therein, 
and  tickets  procured  thereon,  whenever  it  can  be  done,  before  commencing  the  jour- 
ney ;  otherwise,  to  be  given  to  the  conductor  of  the  train,  or  agent  of  the  boat  or  line ;

301  !•  Whenever  it  is  impracticable  for  agents  or  conductors  to  fhmish  berths  or 
seats  in  sleeping  or  parlor  cars  because  all  the  berths  or  seats  have  been  previously 
taken,  or  for  any  other  cause,  the  holder  of  the  Request  will,  on  the  termination  of 
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his  jomney,  Tetmn  the  Request  to  the  issning  officer,  with  a  statement  of  the  reasons 
why  it  has  not  been  used ;  which  officer  will  account  for  it  in  his  report  of  Transpor- 
tation Requests  received,  issued,  canceled,  d:c.,  for  the  month  in  whicn  it  was  received 
by  him. 

9019*  Disbursing  officers  in  settling  for  sleeping  and  parlor  car  accommodations 
win  in  no  case  pay  lor  more  berths  and  seats  than  are  called  for  in  the  Request,  even 
thouj^h  a  greater  number  has  been  receipted  for ;  and  when  a  less  number  has  been 
receipted  lor  will  only  pay  for  the  number  receipted  for.  In  case  a  Request  is  pre- 
sented for  payment,  the  receipt  to  which  shows  that  more  berths  or  seats  have  been 
furnished  than  are  called  for,  a  report  will  be  made  by  the  disbursing  officer  to  the 
Quartermaster  General,  calling  his  attention  to  the  matter.

1M14«  When  it  is  impracticable  for  the  Quartermaster's  Department  to  furnish 
iLeeplilg  and  parlor  car  accommodations,  the  expense  incurred  by  officers  for  such  ao- 
oommodations  will  be  reimbursed  through  the  Treasury  Department.  Accounts  for 
such  e^enses  should,  however,  be  forwarded  to  the  Quartermaster  (General  properly 
prepared  and  certl&ed  or  sworn  to,  and,  if  approved  by  him,  they  will  be  rezeri^d  to 
the  proper  officers  of  the  Treasury  for  payment.

1M16*  The  Bills  of  Lading  in  prescribed  form  will  be  numbered  conseoutivelv  by 
each  shipping  officer,  commencing  with  number  one  at  the  beginning  of  each  fiscal 
year,  and  ending  the  series  with  the  30th  of  June  of  each  year.  The  number  of  each 
Bill  of  Ladinff  will  be  entered  in  the  book  of  Stores  and  I^perty  Shipped,  and  upon 
the  Report  of  Persons  and  Articles  Employed  and  Hired.  The  officer  to  whom  the 
stores  are  consigned  will  also  enter  the  number  in  the  proper  column  in  the  book  of 
Stores  and  Property  Received.— [».

9017*  The  Bill  of  Lading  will  consist  of  two  parts,  the  original  and  duplicate, 
each  to  be  certified  by  the  shipping  officer  and  receipted  oy  the  carrier.

3039*  Shipments  should  be  made  to  ultimate  destination,  and  on  through  Bills  of 
Lading,  when  practicable,  except  as  provided  in  paragraphs  2049, 2050.

Such  terms  as  ''  Quarter- 
master's stores,"  '' Commissary  stores,''  ''Or£iance  stores,"  "Medical  or  Horoital 
stores,"  "Company  property,"  and  the  like,  are  too  indefinite.  The  contents  of  tiie 
packages  will  be  specified  in  greater  detail,  as  follows :

903Y*  The  name  of  each  officer  having  baggage  transported,  his  rank,  and  the 
place  to  which  transportation  is  provided,  will  bis  entered  on  the  Bill  of  Lading,  in 
the  column  headed  ^' Marks,"  and  the  number  and  description  of  each  package,  or 
class  of  packages,  of  such  baggage,  with  their  weight,  will  be  entered  opposite  thereto 
in  the  appropriate  columns.

hi  case  a  soldier  who  nas  made  a  former  deposit  has  been  transferred  to  another 
companv  or  regiment,  or  is  made  Ordnance  Sergeant,  or  Commissary  Sergeant,  or 
Hospital  Steward,  the  fact  of  such  transfer  shall  be  noted  in  the  list  sent  to  the  Pay- 
master QenenJ,  so  that  the  identity  of  the  depositor  may  be  matter  of  record  in  the 
office  of  the  Paymaster  GeneraL

PACKING  AND  TBANSPORTATION.

9500*  After  packing  arms,  or  other  Ordnance  stores,  whether  at  arsenals  for  issue, 
or  to  be  sent  from  posts  or  troops  in  the  field  to  arsenals,  the  covers  and  bottoms  of 
the  arm-chests  and  packing  boxes  will,  before  shipment,  be  sealed  with  wax  and 
stamped  with  an  official  mark.

DISTRIBUTION  OP  ORDNANCE  STORES  TO  STATES. 

3^67«  The  laws  in  force  which  provide  for  the  furnishing  of  arms  to  the  Militia. 
by  the  General  Government,  are  contained  in  the  following  sections  of  the  Revised 
Statutes: 

9mc.  mi.  The  amiasl  sum,  of  two  himdred  thousand  dollars,  is  appropriated,  to  be  paid  ont  of  aoy 
aMmey  in  the  Treasary,  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  arms  and  equipments 
for  the  wl^le  body  of  the  mUltia,  either  by  purchase  or  mamifiictnre,  by  and  on  account  of  the  United 
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Ssa  1667.  All  the  arms  procnred,  in  virtne  of  any  appropriation,  authorized  by  law,  for  the  purpose 
of  pTovidine  anns  and  eqoipmenta,  for  the  whole  body  of  the  miUtia  of  the  United  States,  uudi  be 
annually  distributed  to  the  several  States  of  the  Union,  according  to  the  number  of  their  Beprcsenta- 
tives  and  Senators  in  Congress,  respectively ;  and  all  arms,  for  the  Territories  and  for  the  District  ot 
Columbia,  shall  be  annually  distributed  in  such  quantities,  and  under  such  rejgulations.  as  the  Presiden't 
may  prescribe.  All  such  arms  are  to  be  transmitted  to  the  several  States  anoTerritories  by  the  United 
States. 

Sec.  1670.  The  Secretary  of  War  is  authorized  and  directed  to  distribute  to  such  States  as  did  not 
receive  the  same,  their  proper  quota  of  arms  and  military  equipments  for  each  year,  from  ei|;hte^i 
hundred  and  sixty-two,  to  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-nme,  under  the  provisions  of  section  sixteen 
.hundred  and  sixty-one:  Provided,  That  in  the  organization  and  equipment  ofmilitary  companies  and 
organizations  with  such  arms,  no  discrimination  shall  be  made  between  companies  and  organizations, 
on  aooount  of  race,  color,  or  former  condition  of  servitude. 

3568«  The  pnrpose  of  the  above-cited  laws  is  to  provide  arms  and  eqnipmenta  for 
the  Militia  of  the  United  States.  That  object  is  to  be  carried  oat,  partly  throagh  the 
agency  of  officers  of  the  Oeneral  Government,  and  partly  through  the  intervention  of  the 
State  and  Territorial  anthorities,  which  last  are  to  distribnte  the  arms  and  equip- 
ments among  the  Militia  in  their  respective  States  and  Territories,  under  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  local  laws.  The  State  and  Territorial 
authonties  have  no  legal  right  to  divert  the  arms  thus  provided,  from  the  purpose 
specified,  by  alienation  or  otherwise ;  or  to  sell  them  and  invest  the  fuuds  arising  out 
of  such  sales  in  other  arms,  without  authority  of  a  special  act  of  Congress  to  that 
intent.— [^.

Within  the  spirit  of  this  regulation,  battles  are  important  engagements  between 
independent  armies  in  their  own  theatres  of  war,  in  contradistinction  to  conflicts  in 
which  but  a  small  portion  of  the  opposing  forces  are  actually  engaged — the  latter 
being  called,  according  to  their  nature,  "aifairs,"  "  combats,"'** skirmishes,"  &c.  A 
battle  has  for  its  object  the  determination  of  important  questions  of  policy  or  strategy ; 
an  engagement  may  be  partial,  and  yet,  if  it  tend  to  these  ends,  it  is  also  entitled  to 
the  dignity  of  being  termed  a  battle. 

The  portion  of  a  regiment  which  must  be  engaged  in  a  battle  to  entitle  the  regiment 
to  have  inscribed  upon  its  colors  the  name  of  the  battle  is  that  number  of  companies 
which  by  tactics  and  regulations  is  entitled  as  a  battalion,  habitually,  to  carry  the 
colors  of  the  regiment.

THE  MILITARY  SERVICE. 


The  Froeident  shall  be  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  Aimy  and  Nayy  of  the  United 
fitatee,  and  of  the  Militia  of  the  several  States,  when  called  into  the  actual  Service  of 
the  United  States.— CMwtfMion,  Art  II,  $  2.

OFFICERS  SHALL  SUBSCRIBE  THESE  ARTICLES. 

Article  1.  Every  officer  now  in  the  Army  of  the  United  States  shall  within  six 
months  from  the  passing  of  this  act,  and  ever^  officer  hereafter  appointed  shall,  before 
he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office^  subscribe  these  rules  and  articles.

Every  company  officer  of  a  regiment,  commanding  any 
troop,  battery,  or  company  not  in  the  field,  or  commanding  in  any  garrison,  fort,  post, 
or  barrack,  may,  in  the  absence  of  his  field-officer,  grant  furloaghs  to  the  enlisted  men, 
for  a  time  not  exceeding  twenty  days  in  six  months,  and  not  to  more  than  two  persons 
to  be  absent  at  the  same  time.

HODS  OF  EXAMINING  A  BECBT7IT. 

(From  Tiipler's  MaxniaL) 

"The  Room  in  which  this  examiziAtion  is  oondnoted  should  be  well  lighted  and  large  enough  to  admit 
of  the  men  being  walked  about  freely,  that  OTery  organ  ooncerned  in  locomotion  may  be  subjected  to 
inspection.  For  obvious  reasons,  none  others  than  they  whose  presence  is  absolutely  required  should 
be  admitted  to  the  room." 

"  The  person  of  the  Beomit  should  be  washed  d«an  before  he  is  presented  to  the  Surgeon  for  inspec- 
tion. It  is  impossible  for  the  medical  officer  to  ascertain  the  existence  of  certain  defects  that  ab$oluUiy 
ditqtuUifu,  when  concealed,  as  they  e£f<dctually  may  be,  and  sometimes  are,  by  incrustations  of  filth  a 
month  old." 

"We  have  remarked  that  certain  defects  can  be  ascertained  only  by  questioning  the  man  himself, 
ana  that,  in  order  to  avoid  all  subsequent  evasions,  the  answers  to  these  questions  should  be  recorded 
on  the  spot.  We  shall  now  suggest  a  method  of  effecting  this  oltJ^t  as  well  as  of  making  it  sure  that 
no  important  part  shall  escape  Inspection  through  any  slip  of  the  memory." 

**Tbe  quest£o)ns  should  be  asked  and  the  man's  answers  recorded  before  he  is  stripped." 

"He  is  then  to  be  divested  of  ott  his  clothing  and  the  examination  proceeded  wltn  systematically, 
in  the  order  of  regions  as  indicated  in  the  'Form/  " 

"The  Surgeon  m  to  note  every  peculiarity  or  deviation  ttom  the  normal  Standard  in  each  particular 
region.  For  example :  If  the  man  has  received  at  any  time  a  blow  upon  the  head  with  a  resulting  cic- 
atrix or  slight  depression,  let  it  be  noted,  thus :  'Cicanix  and  slight  depression  upon  the  right  parietal 
protuberance.* " 

"Scars  upon  any  part  of  the  person  should  be  noted,  and  the  cause  assigned  by  the  man  recorded. 
It  is  not  uncommon  tu  find  marks  of  free  cupping  upon  the  chests  of  Oermans  without  there  being  any 
indication  of  disease.    These,  however,  should  bie  noted." 

"It  upon  inspection,  the  man  be  found  to  have  a  Circocele,  though  not  sufficient  to  disqualify,  let  it 
be  noted  under  the  proper  head ;  and  so  of  Hiemorrhoids  or  any  other  a^Bfection.  The  vaccine  scar  and 
its  position  should  Se  noted,  and  whether  vaccination  has  been  practised  at  the  rendecvons  or  depot." 

"under  the  head  of  'Bemarks,*  Constitutionid  Syphilis,  or  other  Caohexi»,  will  find  a  place.  If  an 
Interpreter  is  reouired  during  the  inspection,  that  fiifcct  should  be  recorded.  Men  sometimes  speak 
English  very  well  when  first  examined,  who,  from  after  considerations,  are  entirely  ignorant  oi  the 
language  when  re-examined,  and  sometimes  succeed  in  obtaining  a  discharge  in  this  way." 

"By  this  means  an  accurate  description  of  the  whole  person  is  obtained,  sufficient  to  settle  questions 
of  identity,  should  such  be  subsequently  raised ;  and  if  there  be  any  defects  about  which  a  cufference 
of  opinion  may  exist,  the  tact  that  such  defects  were  not  overlooked  by  the  first  inspecting  Surgeon 
will  oe  apparent." 

'^It  will  frequently  happen  that  an  'absolute  disqualification '  will  be  discovered  before  completing 
the  examination.  Such  a  defect  may  be  detected  at  any  stage  of  the  inspection.  In  such  cases  it  will 
of  course  be  unnecessary  to  proceed  any  further." 

"The  above  Form,  when  filled  up,  should  be  sent  with  the  Becruit  to  the  Depot  where  he  is  to  be 
finally  inspected,  and  thence  transmitted  to  the  Begiment  to  which  he  mi^  be  assigned." 

"Siefecte  discovered  at  the  Depot  upon  reini^)ection  should  be  indorsed  upon  the  Form,  and  signed 
by  the  Surgeon;  in  case  of  Ejection,  the  document  thus  completed  should  be  transmitted  with  the 
proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Inspection  to  the  A^jntant-Ckneral  of  the  Army."

1.  Should  the  soldier  have  been  enf^aged  in  hatUe  or  tJnrmith  it  must  be  mentioned,  together  with 
date  and  place.  A  fuU  cmd  particular  mention  will  be  made  of  any  vjounde  he  may  have  received  in 
action,  also  of  any  other  injury  or  dieeau^  and  whether  contracted  in  the  line  (^  duty^  or  n3t ;  also  loca- 
tion of  wound  or  iivjury. 

2.  The  "character  of  the  soldier"  should  be  stated  in  detail  when  the  descriptive  list  is  ftimished, 
and  his  physical  condition  noted. 

3.  The  amount  of  Retained  Pay  due  at  date ;  a  complete  settlement  of  the  man's  Clothing  Account 
made  to  date,  and  the  amount  due  to  or  from  him ;  ana  the  amount  due  the  United  States  for  Tobacco, 
if  any,  must  do  stated. 

4.  Additional  pay,  due  under  Hec  2,  Act  of  Aug.  4, 1854,  will  be  thus  noted,  viz:  |2  per  month  for  five 
years'  continuous  service,  $3  per  month  for  ten  years'  continuous  service,  $4  pe;r  month  for  fifteen  years' 
continuous  service,  &c.  That  due  under  Sees.  1216  and  1285,  Bevieed  Statutee  of  June  22,  1874,  thus:

8.  When  a  soldier  is  oischarged,  or  dies  while  in  hospital  or  on  detached  service,  bis  Descriptive  List, 
if  he  has  one,  should  be  taken  up  by  the  officer  furnishing  Final  Statements,  indorsed  by  him  with  a 
full  statement  of  the  time  for  which  he  was  allowed  pay,  clothing  accouxt,  and  all  other  charges 
aradnst  him  or  in  his  favor,  so  as  to  comprise  a  complete  exhibit  of  his  account,  and  retained  bv  uie 
officer  for  his  future  information.  (In  case  of  death,  the  Final  Statements  and  Inventories  of  Effects 
will  be  forwarded  to  the  Adjutant  General,  Washington,  D.  C.)  A  true  copy  of  the  original  Descrip- 
tive List  wiU  at  once  be  sent  to  the  company  commander,  notifying  him  of  the  soldier^  discharge  or 
death,  with  the  indorsements  made  thereon  as  to  date,  place,  cause,  and  character  given  on  discharge, 
with  charges,  credits,  &c.,  and  the  disposition  of  his  effects,  if  dead,  to  enable  him  to  enter  all  the  data 
necessary  to  a  full  understanding  of  the  soldier's  account  on  the  Muster  Roll  upon  which  the  soldier's 
discharge  or  death  is  reported.

No  payments  will  be  made  on  discharge  papers  by  any  paymaster  except  upon  receipt  of 
such  notification,  unless  he  maybe  otherwise  satimed  of  their  genuineness  and  of  the  personal  identity 
of  the  claimant— G.  O.  No.  8,  A.  G.  0.,of  1872.

948.  Every  officer  commanding  a  recmitiag  party  will  procure  the  necessary  transportation,  forage, 
fuel,  straw,  and  stationery,  tal^^g  the  requisite  vonchers. 

057.  The  articles  of  ftimitare  andpolioe  utensils  which  may  be  absolutely  necessary  at  a  recruitin;; 
station  may  be  procured  by  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  rendesvous  on  the  special  authority  of  the 
superintendent. 

958.  Necessary  stationery  will  be  purchased  monthly  or  quarterly,  not  to  exceed  per  quarter,  at  each 
station,  six  quires  of  paper,  twenty ^our  quills  or  twenty-four  steel  pen?  and  two  holders,  mucilage,  one 
paper  of  ink  powder,  one  bottle  of  red  intc,  four  ounces  of  sealing-wax,  one  quire  of  caiiiridgo  pap(ar  or 
one  hundred  envelopes,  one-fourth  quire  of  blotting  paper,  and  one  piece  of  tape.

5.  Each  voucher  must  be  separately  entered  on  the  abstract  of  conungent  expenses,  and  only  the 
gross  amount  of  the  abstract  must  be  entered  on  the  account-current. 

6.  No  expenditure  must  be  charged  without  a  proper  voucher  to  support  it. 

7.  The  receipt  to  the  voucher  must  be  signed,  when  practicable,  by  a  piincipaL  "When  this  is  not 
practicable,  the  recruiting  officer  will  add  to  his  own  certificate  a  statement  that  the  agent  is  duly 
authorized  to  sign  the  receipt.

price  of ceatB mills  for  each  complete  ration* in  the  funds  provided  by  tlie  United 

States  for  public  disbursement. 

Second,  That  the  ration  to  be  furnished  by  virtue  of  this  contract  shall  consist  of  the  following  arti- 
cles, viz:  twelve  oonces  of  i>ork  or  bacon,  or  one  pound  and  four  ounces  of  salt  or  fresh  beef;  eighteen 
ounces  of  soft  bread  or  flour,  or  twelve  ounces  of  hard  bread,  or  one  pound  four  ounces  of  com  meal; 
and  to  every  one  hundred  rations,  fifteen  pounds  of  beans  or  pease,  or  ten  pounds  of  rice  or  hominy ;  ten 
pounds  of  green  coffee,  or  eight  pounds  of  roasted  (or  roasted  and  ground)  coffee,  or  one  pound  and  eight 
ounces  of  tea;  fifteen  pounds  of  sugar;  four  quarts  of  vinegar;  one  pound  and  four  ounces  of  adamsm- 
tine  or  star  candles ;  four  pounds  of  soap ;  three  pounds  and  twelve  ounces  of  salt ;  four  ounces  of  i>ep- 
per.

NoTBS. — ^An  officer  may,  at  the  same  time,  be  accountable  for  clothing,  camp  and  garrison  equipage, 
as  quartermaster,  company  commander,  &.e.,  bat  he  should  embrace  all  in  one  return,  spociiymg 
thereon  tiie  different  capacities  in  which  he  is  acting. 

When  clothing  is  needed  for  issue  to  the  men,  the  company  commander  will  procure  it  iit>m  the  quar- 
termaster on  requisition  approved  by  the  commanding  officer,  and  the  transferring  officer  will  remain 
charged  with  the  clothing  untU  such  approved  requisition  is  filed  as  authority  for  the  transfer. 

In  all  cases,  the  voucher  should  be  made  out  in  full,  and  the  exact  number  of  articles  transferred  to 
the  officer  receipting  should  be  filled  out  in  the  receipt  before  it  is  signed.  Invoices  should  be  Air- 
nished  to  the  receivmg  officer  and  filed  with  his  return. 

Erasures  and  alterations  of  entries  on  a  voucher  should  be  explained  on  the  margin. 

When  public  property  becomes  damaged,  except  by  fair  wear  and  tear,  or  otherwise  unsuitable  for 
use,  or  a  deficiency  is  found  in  it,  the  officer  accountable  for  the  same  shall  report  the  case  to  the  com- 
manding officer,  who  shall,  if  necessary,  appoint  a  board  of  survey. 

In  all  cases  of  deficiency  or  damage  of  any  article  of  clothing  or  cimip  or  ganison  equipage,  the  offi- 
cer accountable  for  the  property  is  required  by  law  to  '*  show  by  one  or  more  depositions,  settmg  forth 
the  circumstances  of  the  case,  that  the  deficiency  was  by  unavoidable  accident  or  loss  in  actual  service, 
without  any  fault  on  his  part,  and,  in  case  of  damage,  that  due  care  and  attention  were  exerted  on  his 
part,  and  that  the  damage  did  not  result  fh>m  neglect  " 

An  inspection  report,  filed  as  authority  for  disposing  of  dunaged  clothing  and  dropping  the  same 
fhun  his  returns,  will  not  relieve  an  officer  f^m  liability  on  account  of  its  condition,  if  there  is  no  evi- 
dence that  it  has  been  examined  by  a  board  of  survey.  Certificate  is  required  as  evidence  that  artlolea 
ordered  to  be  dropped  from  return,  and  destroyed,  were  destroyed  as  ordered. 

Beceipts  for  dotiiing  transferred  as  "  damaged,"  should  be  accompanied  by  proceedings  of  a  board 
of  survey. 

Beceipts  for  camp  and  garrison  equipage  transferred  as  "worn  out"  and  unserviceable,  should  be 
accompanied  by  an  inspection  report. 

Qratuitous  issues  of  clothing  are  only  to  be  made  to  soldiers  who  have  had  contagious  diseases,  and 
to  hospital  attendants  who  have  nursed  and  attended  such  soldiers,  to  replace  such  articles  of  their 
dothtng  as  have  been  destroyed  by  order  of  the  proper  medical  officers  to  pi-evout  contagion,  and  when 
special^  oidered  by  the  Secretary  of  War.— (Q.  0.  No.  23.  A.  G.  O.,  1868.)  Belief  in  money  can  only  be 
ODtaine^  by  act  of  Congress,  as  in  case  of  other  private  claims. 

Company  Sick  Beport  books  should  not  be  bonie  on  this  return ;  they  pertain  to  quartermaster's 
■fores. 

When  it  becomes  necessary  for  officers  to  pay  fbr  deficiencies,  the  money  should  be  deposited  to  the 
credit  of  the  proper  appropriation,  and  certificate  of  deposit  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  as  required  by  G-.

1.  The  voucher  must  be  accompanied  witn  a  copy  of  the  order  c<mvening  the  oonrt 
and  with  the  original  summons  in  the  case,  or,  if  the  attendance  was  aauiorixed  by 
military  order,  with  the  original  order. 

2.  The  affidavit  of  the  witness  (on  fiEM^  of  voucher)  and  the  Judge  Advocate's  oerti- 
flcate  (on  back  of  voucher)  are  required  in  all  oases. 

8.  Upon  execution  of  the  i^davit  and  certificate  the  witness  may  be  paid  at  once 
liis  entire  claim  without  awaiting  performance  of  the  return  traveL  In  such  case  the 
amount  allowed  for  the  return  journey  will  be  that  determined  for  travel  to  the  oonrt 
(exclusive  of  any  unusual  delay  which  may  have  been  admitted  in  connection  there- 
with). 

4.  The  following  are  the  only  authorized  items  of  expense,  and  must  appear  in  detail 
upon  the  voucher  or  upon  a  statement  annexed  thereto: 

(a)  Amount  actually  paid  for  cost  of  transnortation  or  travel  &re. 

(b)  Amount  actually  paid  for  cost  of  transrer  to  and  from  depot 

(c)  Amount  actually  paid  for  cost  of  one  seat  in  parlor  car,  one  berth  in  skeping 

car,  or  on  steamers  where  an  extn,  charge  is  made  therefor. 

(d)  Four  dollars  per  day  for  each  and  every  day  unavoidably  consumed  in  travel 

to  and  from  court.,  and  in  attenduioe  thereon ;  provided,  that  where  meals 
are  included  in  the  transportation,  or  fare,  by  steamers,  no  per  diem  wHl  be 
enlarged. 

5.  Travel  must  be  estimated  by  the  shortest  available  usually-traveled  route;  the 
charge  for  cost  of  travel  [items  (a),  (fr),  (e)]  by  established  lines  of  railroad,  stage,  or 
steamer  should  not  exceed  the  usual  rates  in  like  cases :  the  time  occupied  to  be  Seter- 
mined  by  the  official  schedules,  reasonable  allowance  being  made  for  customary  ima- 
voidable  detention. 

6.  The  summons,  or  the  order  for  attendance,  will  be  presumed  to  shpw  in  all  cases, 
by  indorsement  or  otherwise,  if  transportation  in  kind  or  commutation  of  rations  has 
been  furnished. 

Transportation  in  kind  will,  for  any  distance  covered  thereby,  be  a  bar  to  payment 
of  item  (    ). 

Indorsements  of  transportation  AimLshed  are  scrutinized  to  ascertain  if  any  part  of 
item  (c)  has  been  included. 

Commutation  of  rations  will  be  a  bar  to  payment  of  item  (d). 

Transportation  and  commutation  of  rations  will  be  a  bar  to  payment  of  an3rthing. 

7.  No  per  diem  allowance  can  be  made  where  the  attendance  upon  court  does  not 
require  the  witness  to  leave  his  station.  (This  applies  only  to  citizens  in  Govern- 
ment employ.)

11.  Compensatiou  to  citizens,  in  or  out  of  Government  employ,  for  attendance  upon 
civil  courts  is  payable  only  by  the  civil  authorities. 


NOTE.~It  is  recommended  that  Judce  Advocates  supply  themselves  with  blank 
accounts  for  citizen  witnesses,  which  they  can  procure  of  any  Army  paymaster  or 
by  addressing  this  Office.  They  may  then  *  *  perfect  the  papers  so  that  the  wtt- 
ness  fee  for  attendance  and  travel  will  be  at  once  available.  If  no  paymaster  be  pre- 
sent, the  papers,  thus  all  authenticated  by  the  Judge  Advocate,  may  bo  asdgned  with 
confidence  that  the  assignee  will  receive  nis  pay  without  hindrance  when  presented, 
or  transmitted,  to  any  paymaster.

Note  l.  This  Btatement  will  be  made  and  forwarded  promptly,  at  the  close  of  each  month,  tste 
Chief  of  En&cineers. 

Note  2.  Pisbursing  Officers  are  required,  by  act  of  March  3, 1857,  to  deposit  oS  motney  intrusted  to 
them  for  disbursement  with  some  designated  depositary  of  the  ynited  States,  and  to  make  pa^iaeati 
by  checks.  This  requirement  should  bo  strictly  observed,  officers  keeping  money  in  hand  at  their  ovi 
risk  only  when  the  necessities  of  the  service  make  it  indispensable,  and  when  the  special  aathority  of 
the  Secretary  of  War  has  been  obtaine<l  therefor. — (See  Gen.  Orders  No.  1,  A.  G.  O.,  1872.) 

Note  3.  None  other  than  Engineer  funds  are  to  be  included  in  this  report.
